One paper says that *‘oaly 
trainers and ovvuera of tbe impecunious and shyster doss are advocates 
of It." Then it must follow oa a ualaral sequence that al) those gentle* 
men who have started horses iu purses where uo eulraoce fee was 
charged, roust beloug to this class. Look ar tbe racing calender and 
see who those geuUefueu are that are so complimentarlly consigned to 
the luipecunluue uud shyster class. They are the best and leading 
turfmen of the country, aud must have fell bigbly flattered when they 
read ibe quoiatiou giveu ubove. 

v\ e have alwaa opp sed euirance fees to purse races, and shall at- 
li'iopl to show Ibe great mistake racioi; associations make in charging 
them. Tbe oppouenisuf freeeoirance overlook ibe fact that the own* 
ers and tioluers of rate bi>r(*c«>. as aclass aie t>pposed to entrance fees. 
They make the sport by which the clubs are euahledioaUracttbe public, 
and that tbe i.ret aud cblel object should b« to cousult tbe Interest and 
welfare of these men. fur without tuair palrouage no club would loug 
exist Long liraiub always had free eulmnce under <. hamberlaiu’a 
admluistratiOD. baraioi^a adopted it last durumor In roost of ber pnree 
races, and Jerome Park gives tbe eniraoce fee to ibe second boree.

The greai argument And ohiecliou advauced by the oppoueuu of free 
eutrauce is. that it makes ibe lie ds of horses loo large, thereby, aa they 
say, endangering ibe safety of good burses. This uhjec<iun mao weaa 
and frivoluiie that it m hardly worthy of considerailou. liui are ibe offi¬ 
cers of our Asoociatloos willing to cut dowu ibc aiiracuveness of 
racing to two or three horses, for fearoi some good ouc beiug Injured 
IQ a large field of starters. Has such mi accident ever occurred in a 
free eulraoce puraeT No! We never b ar ibis ohjeciioo ui^ed when 
there is a large field to start for an imporiaut slake; why is il only men* 
liooed when a puree race is lo be run? If this solicitude for a good 
horse be true, we must at once abolish titieple-chasiiig aud hutdle- 
lacing, which is not only dangeroQR for the horse, but to tbe jockey 
likewise. Still, right under tbe uosc of some of the objectors, they 
witnesseteeple-cbasee and flat races, to which ills almost an invariable 
rule lo charge no eniranee in the East, if free entrance enlarges the 
number of coDteetanls for a race, il is surely the very strongest argu¬ 
ment wby tbe ditferent assoclalions should adopt it. thereby increasing 
the interest of the sport aud attracting a larger number of persoua lo 
witness il. 

Under our piau which has generally beeu adopted in the Southwest, 
no entrauce lee is charged to purses, and if an owner wishes lo with- 
tjraw bis horse Le can dfo sii upon Ibe payment of five per cent of tbe 
purre. 

We have always denied tbe right of a club to receive an eutrauce fee 
and require the party to start his horse if he does not wish to do so. and 
M e I quatlj deuy the right of an owuer to make a free entry aud not pay 
a peiisUy for bU failure to run. Unuer this kind of a rule the party cau 
^lM^t If be wishes, aod if not be simply pays for the privilege of ce- 
maiuiug in the atable. This will not enoaoger a good horse, for tbe 
owner Can withdraw liini, and pay five per cent, for the privilege of 

litil rlHi'tlng. 

.Vssociatiuns mak<'a great mlsiakc in thinking that they can reim- 
bttreo themselves fur the purses bung np, by charging tbe poor owner 
or iraiiit r five per cent, for ibc privilege of making sport. It roust come 
out of the public and not tbe owners. Who bee not seen daring past 
eeasous from one hundred aod fifty to two hundred horses at one of 
• lu: leadiug cuurata; still not more than two or three would start in tbe 
purses. At a meeting lately held, out of six purses the entries average'l 
ju>t two (luu a naif horses to each race, and this where there were a 
nuudred horses ready to run. Why was this? Tbe answer Is simple 
aod pialu. the five per cent, entrance kept tbem out. Take any of our 
largest uieetiugs where an eutrauce fee is charged and pocketed by the 
club (and II wlH nut be fouud to exceed five or aix hundred dollars al 
tbe outside during the week) and tbe fields os a rule ore small and in 
Indid’ereuL, whereas if uo entrauce la charged the starters will be 
trebled, and tbe club will derive more than tbricc tbe benefit of the 
entrance in the lucrcased attendance aud pooling. In many cases some 
of Ibe purses fail lo fill—an unknown ibiug with free eutrauce-and 
tbe club compelled to aive additional purses lo keep up iheattrscUve- 
ness of the meeting, and the amount given is often more than equal to 
the iccelpifl from entrance during the week. Tbe day is gone by when 
a large number of people can be aliracled to a race course to eee two 
or imee horses run, especially when oue la looked upon os a certain 
wluiier. Tbe public demand large fields aud an ahnndaiicu of sport, 
wiiicb free entrance alone will xlve. 

If a large iiurobor of starters Is an objection, why are all onr clubs 
so enger 10 h ive a large number of entries to ibe diflereui stakes and 
fixed events? Tbe club adds so roueb money, does not gel a dollsr 
back, and it uiukea uo difference in a pecuniary point of view wheiber 
iberc are five, leu or a hundred nomiuatlous. Had not tbe clubs or 
tbote who advocate enirsnce lies better limit Ibe number of entries to 
Ibe slaies. or at least insert a proviso that only a certain number 
juei t>«>fllc)« ut o avoid naiiger— shall atari. This is just tbe coucluslon 
lo wliicli the arguiiieut against free entrance lends; just the con- 
clQfioii to whU'li the advocates of the five per cent, lax In purses moat 
lake In Ir stand. 

The o jeci of ritciug is to improve the breed and teat tbe merits of 
tbo diUerc'ii siraiUB. This cau be best done by throwing as few ob- 
suu< lions a>i possible in tbe way of entrance. Few men in tbe South¬ 
west can aflord to tram aBtahiet.f borces at a cost of $1,000 per capita, 
and pay flve per cent, lutrance fee for every horse they start- It looks 
small, hut it Is nu eaiing cancsr upon the slim purse or the owners, lo 
tbe Bast its advocates claim mat the club derives no benefit from U, aa 
the eiitrancu fee goes to tbe second horse, if the club Is not beoefiied, 
why poi the lax on for tbe benefit of the second hersc.and lo 'be Injury of 
those not placed T We bear great complaint of the three percent, charged 
on winning pools, but here we have on men that train and mAke the 


sport a tax of five per cent, on the gross amount. If our Southwestern 
aaaoclatloDs would Increase their gate recelpU, make their pooling 
more valuable, have larger fields and better contesu, let them stick to 
free entrance to purses, and require those who fall to start to pay five 
cent, for the privilege of remainlug In the stable. If they do this, racing 
will stilt go forward with a bound, and we shall s^a no more valuable 
purses with only two outrlos, or walked over for by horses that will not 
sell for the purse they stArted or walked over for. 

The Buglish, whom some are so fond of imitating. undersUnd tbe 
benefit of free dhtrance. and we doabi whether many objectors to 
free entrance in (his conutry are aware of tbe fact that no entrance is 
charged to Her Majesty's Plates beyoud a fee of flve shillings, to pay 
tbeclerk, aud that no entrance is charged for tbe Cballenge Cup and 
Whip. The value of tbe t^ueen'a Plates run fur In (Ireai Britsln lu 
1878, amounte'l to the handsome sum of $85,ifi20. In lookiug over the 
names of tbe owners of such horses as Uamplon, Qopblonm. Cbaroo, 
11 Giadiatore. Julius C'tvsar, Bou Bon. Greenback. Lord Clive, Coo 
Cregan. Knight Templar, Master Kildare. The Deer, Umpire. Valour. 
Turco. Venice. Trump*. Atby, Pbilammoo aod Matilda, we find they 
are owned by such men aa Lord Bllesmcre. Duke of Montrose, Duke 
of IfamlltoD, Mr. M. Dawson. Lord Durham, Mr. J. T. Best. Mr. T. Jen¬ 
nings, Mr. Gales. Duke of St. Albans. Lord Roeoberry, Mr. J. Stepb- 
eusoo, Mr. IV Kenny, Mr. J. Doucle. Mr. C. Ryan. Hr. S. Q. Barry. Mr. 
Taylor, Ix)rd Drogheda and Mr. B. W Nunn, besides those who entered 
and run a^ost them We suppose these Dokes, Earls, Lords and 
turfmen or Great Britain come under tbe head of tbe Iropecunloos and 
shyater clasB. The best boreo of Great Britain have ran In these free 
entrance purees. The renowned Bcitpee made most of bU fame as a 
winner or Koyn) PUtes, to which no entrance was charged; and In 
later days Fisherman, Rataplan, Caller On and Lilian acquired most of 
their great fame in winning tbe same c1a*s of races. 

Perhaps i^ome of onr readers are not aware bow entrance fees to purses 
originated. Al first nouo of our tracks were enclosed by high feocen 
and hAd no grand stands, etc., therefore everybody could witness tbe 
racing free, and it was necessary for the clubeto charge an entrance fee 
to purses, to help reimburse themselves fur the money hung up. No 
RDch necessity exists now. All tbe tracks are encloi^ed and toe public 
are charged fur admittance varying In price according to the place tbe 
visilow selects. The erection of grand etaada and the enclosing of the 
courses by high board fences, and the charge for admittance, entirely 
did away with, tbe uccessity for charging entrance lo purses. 

Tliose clubs that have beeu wise onongh to adopt free entrance are 
on the high road of success, while those who still cling to this old fos> 
si) of tbe past, and place a clog u(>ou tbe wheel of progress and liber 
ality, will and mnsi fail to havesuccee.xfiil meetings. —K'y. filock

Devil FIbIi. 

Ttie recent poetical (I) effuelona of some of our uorrespondents 
ou the subject of restoring elder scientific names os sn act of 
justice to those gone before, and to the alleged detriment of the 
latter student, has suggested the fact that this changing of names 
Is an evil not confined to science alone but also enters Into the 
everyday, common, or popular names, of which the term “devil 
fish" Is an Instance. 

We confess to a certain amount of coneervatlem In the matter 
of removing the ancient landmarks, but find It much more pleas¬ 
ant to swim with the current than to stem It, and so we write 
now merely to state certain facts connected with the name of 
“devil fish,” and without the slightest hope or intention of trying 
to “restore" anything. That we never did like the term as ap¬ 
plied to the cephalopods we will not deny, for there Is nothing 
diabolical about them. True, they are fierce in pursuit of food, 
and so Is a thrush when It pounces upon a worm, or a trout when 
it seizes a fly, or In fact any animal that feeds upon others, even 
to the herblvora, as witness a cow In a turnip patch. 

In a recent number of the Popular Scienet Moiithly, Mr. W. 
E. Damon has given his experience In handling them, very cor¬ 
rectly stating that they are readily choked off by grasping them 
by the neck; yet be rather, we think, exaggerates tbe“diaboIlcal” 
qualities. As for the appearance of the octopus, so far from be¬ 
ing hideous Is It, that to many It suggests sn elphantlne resem¬ 
blance, especially when crawling on the bottom, and this is 
caused by the peculiar skin, bulky bead, and beautiful Intelligent 
eve. The first living one which we ever handled was a present 
from the accomplished naturalist, Prof. 0. Brown Goode, while In 
Bermuda, and while It laid bold of a bare arm it made no offer to 
bite, In fact, It took bold as It would of any other object, for a 
support, and as crabs are their principal food It la more than 
doubtful If one would attack man except In self defense. We 
have since handled several living ones and bad the pleasure of dis¬ 
secting three of them In the aquarium at Southport, England. 
Concerning the name, the first we knew of It was In a volume 
entitled ‘Carolina Sports by Land and Water, including Inci¬ 
dents of Devil Fishing, etc.,” by the Hon. Wm. Elliott, of South 
Carolina, published by Derby & Jackson, New York, 185B. 

This fluent sporting writer graphically described the harpoon¬ 
ing of the great devil fish, or sea-bat (the manta of Cubs), the 
Ctraioplfra vampirtu of Mitchell and GUI. 

So fascinating did this vigorous and manly sport appear that 
we never forgave Victor Hugo for appropriating a preoccupied 
name, which seemed to fit the original, to a creature which was 
in part of bis own creation, for the poulpe, as described by him, 
does not exist. 

So many more people read romances than works on natural 
history, or other instructive reading, that Hugo’s name of devil 
fish at once attained a wide popularity, and Is generally accepted 
by the majority as meaning the octopus, or Its relatives, the ^ant 
squids. 

Occasionally we find that the old application has not died out, 
as the following account of capturing a devil fish, taken from a 
California paper, will show. It was written by an officer of the 
Hag-ship Pensacola, of the Pacific Squadron, off La Paz, Lower 
California. He says: 

The most ezclling event of uur crnlse thus far was the capture to-day 
of au liumeuee devil Uvli. Ever aluce uur arrival lu three waters sev¬ 
eral huge fi b have ipeeu observed In the viciuily of the ship, and much 
speculation has ariseu as to what they wvr '. One maklns bis apnear- 
ance this afteruuuu. our gunner, lleo. P. Cushman, decbled bt estaDlisb 
his Identity, if porsible. and accompanied by assistant engineer Bd- 
wards, midshipman .McDonald, Wood and cTaveu and psymaster'a 
clerk Spaulding, gave t base in the dingy. The fish, swlmmlhg slowly 
and near the surface of the water, wblt-b is very clear here, looked like 
agreat sbapelese brown mass, frequently tbrowing above me waves 
tbe tbiu while Ups of its sides like the dorsal flu of a shark ft allowed 
the noat to etiprottch within a few y.irds of It without showing eymp- 
toma of alarm, wbeo It sudd. uly sounded. Tbe harpoou. thrown by 
Mr. Cuahnisn, struck, hut not with swfltciiMit force to bold, for the flsb 
freed Itself and disappeared after dragging the boat wi h great velocity 
for eevr rui seconds Another was seen, however, after a abor' search, 
and was ,pproucbi d more succeasrully. As It showed an Indifference 
to uiir pr. aeuce equally great to Ih t of Its companion, we polled tbe 
boat directly over, and no more than a fool or two above it. and Mr. 
Cuahnisn. etanding In the bow, plnnged (be harpoon (Irmly into Us 
flesh. In au liisluuC that seemingly passive uiaaa was transformed Into 
an lufiirlated monster, which flret threw Itseil bodily ouL of the water, 
and thi-n.settliiig duwn to business, sent the barpoon Hue whizzing oat 
at a rale that would have made It decidedly uncomfortable for us had 
It become foul. 

Tbe strain aouii came upon Ihe dingy, and as we were whieked along 
with lha speed of an express train, we fall as though we had applied 
the match to some mine or that we had been takeu lu tow by the gen¬ 
tleman In black hlmsi-lf. It was a ride that for nnveliy and speed 
could rarely be equilled. Im tjlae our situallou. In a lignt boatwiib 
eucb a monster mtacbed In ll.which. Belt rushed alung. now on the anr- 
face. and again diving (leap, Lbreateuiog lo npaet ua among tbe sharks, 
abd you can realize tbe Intense exciiement of tbe moine it. Tbeooly 
available thing in the boat, a bucket, bad been mads fast to Ihe har¬ 
poon line to offer some sddiltoiial resistance, but the fl-b seemed lo re¬ 
gard It no more than a feather, and with tbe bucket ont of eight Dnder 
the water, conituued to draw ua up and iliiwn tbe hay at fall epesd. 
Daring all ibis time Its efforts had been cnnflned lo an attempt to ea- 
eape, nut ae its load grew heavy it became belligerent, and several 
tlmea.turned upon the boat.eznlbitlng the full capacity of a month 
auroe two feet lo dtameler. and Isshiug tbe boat with its aides. We 
made up onr minds ibst If tbe d>b decided to jumu Into tbe dingy, we 
would quietly sHo out over one etde ss he appeared ettbe other. But e 
Tlgomua resistance from boat books and oars induced him to reenme 
bis night In each lostaore By ibla time all bauds on the sblp wers 
wateblug tbe struggle, and tbe whaleboat was sent to our easlatence. 
bot for rally an boar both boale, lashed together, were lowed wilboiU 
signe of exbenstion from the fleta. tbe Ibruatsof boarding pikes seem, 
log only to accelsrsle lu speed. Finally its Immense exerllous told 
upon It. end it came 10 tbe surface directly between the two bnau. 
wbere It was pisced Aors Ua e imdal by blows from so ax. and dyeing 
tbe water crimson with Its blood, wae lowed aebore and dragged upon 
the beech. It required tbe united exertions of nearly forty men to ac- 
compllsh this nuderiaking. ^ 

A more formidable looking moneter (ban this devil fleh coold hardly 
be Imagined. It wae shaped romewbat like as Immense bat. measuring 
IflVt feet In width by It feet In langtn; It was kk Inches thick, and 
wvlghed proiiablyk.UK) pounds. It bad but one flu, nnleaa ibe wing- 
Bhaped exlremellas by which It propel led iuelf can he coneldered ancii. 
or ibul at lbs base of a l ing, thin tail, similar lo appearance to a riding 
whip, and wulcb is preserved as a memento of the adventore. Its eyes 
are pisced lu flexible iisojuctlons which seem to have been used to 
grssp HUd convey food to its mouLh. Tbe month, large enough to en. 
gull a man whole, was deslilnle of leetta, but fiirulshed with solid 
nones, that in tbe dying agonies of the flsh, gronnd large pieces uf coral 
as a stone orneber would stone. Tbe skin of tbe flsb was rough as a 
coarse flie, and of a dark greyisb has on tbe back With white patchea 
toward the head, and pure white on the uuderalde.

ae they affirm that tbia creature la one uf the moat dreaded enemlea of 
tha pearl div r. 

Tbe capture of a devil flsh seems to ba no event of rare occurrence. 
One wee csngbt by the oIBcera of the Narregausett several vvara ago In 
tbit vary barter, but with that exception, none of tbe old talts on 
board bad ever before teen one captured.

Such publications do much 
good In familiarizing the people with the life history of their food 
fishes, insect friends and enemies, etc., In which the masses are 
verv deficient, and we rejoice to see that Illinois has such an ex¬ 
cellent Institution as the State Laboratory of Natural History. 


The BIg'Houthetl BasB. 


Warsaw, Ind, 

Editor Chicago Fim-n;—Fred Mather In your paper of the 
18th Inst., Id speaking of tbe big-mouthed buss, says tbat “be 
does not know whether It hibernates or oot during tbecold roontbs, 
and if some of our readers will give their opinions and experience 
In the matter, we will give ours, etc." I am not certain but 
tbat this Is a challenge to a controversy out of which 1 will come 
second best. But as I am just recovering from an attack of In¬ 
cipient lung fever, contracted while seeking to entice certain yel¬ 
low perch from tbe crystal waters of Centre Lake, through four¬ 
teen Inches of ice, and being led to believe from tbat fact and a 
Bomewbat extended experience In angling, that I have gleaned 
some knowledge of tbe habits of, flsb, I will give my opinion, 
which le tbat tbe big mouthed base does not bibernate during tbe 
cold months In this latitude. 

For the last twenty years they have been caught during every 
month of the year In this county. This has been tbe coldest 
Winter we have bad for fifteen years. The Ice now ranges from 
thirteen to sixteen Inches In thickness on our lakes. On Wed¬ 
nesday, tbe IStb Inst., I am Informed by several reliable men, 
that there were sold on our streets some twenty big-moutbed 
bass caught with hook and Hoe In a lake soino four miles from 
our city. About tbe first of February, 1877, I caught on the same 
lake a number of bIg-moutbed bass with live minnows for bait, 
and on the same day a large number were caught by other par¬ 
ties. The Ice at that time was fourteen Inches thick. I have 
caught this baas when the holes would freeze over In ten minutes 
If left undisturbed. I have several times in tbe lost twenty years 
seen ou said lake on tbe Ice a sufflclent number of big-mouibed 
bass caught with book aud line to fill a two-horse wagon-bed. 
From these facts and from the further fact that as soou os I can 
get tbe consent of my wife and physician I shall make a visit to 
the aforesaid lake with the full expectatlou of capturing some 
big-mouths, I declare that they do oot hibernate here. 

He says to tbe same article, speaking of tbe small mouths, “The 
original habitat of this species was confined, we believe, to the 
baeine of tbe great lakes, etc.” Not knowing how many years 
tbe words “original habitat” Is Intended to carry us bsek, I cannot 
say whether this Is correct or not. I do know that 1 was born 
fifty years ago In the southeastern part of thla state ou the banks 
of tbe White Water river, whose waters flow into tbe Ohio river. 

I caught my first bass In that river, some forty years ago, and It 
was a small mouth. I never knew of a big mouth being caught 
out of It. The largest bass I ever knew caught out of that river 
was a small mouth, and weighed five and one-quarter pounds. 
Tbe largest one I ever saw caught In this county was a big 
mouth and weighed eight and one-half pounds. Although 1 have 
been told by truthful men that ufie was caught lu I8T7, weighing 
ten pounds. We have the small-nioulbed bass here, although I 
do not remember of ever having caught one through the lee. 
There Is a fact in regard to the fish that I do not understand. 
Tbe small mouth, although decidedly the gamiest fish, is infested 
during bot weather with what 1 believe to be a species of leech 
that Imbeds Itself on either side of the backbone between tbe 
skin and tbe fiesb. While the big-mouth, although living In tbe 
same or more sluggish waters, la not troubled with eucb parasites. 

When Fred Mather says that tbe suiall mouth Is the “gamiest 
fish we have,” I am positive he never caught a bed suoflsb. I 
caunot give now the scientific name of tbe fish, having no book 
just at band that describee It. In tbe month of June be prepares 
hie nest, which la located upon a sandy or marly bottom In our 
lakes, In from two to eight feet of water. They clean off a round 
space about eigbteen Inches In diameter. They are sociable 
creatures, and there are generally from ten to forty nests grouped 
together; the bottom of the nest seems to be covered with clean, 
white sand, and clearly to be seen when tbe lake Is smooth. The 
JUodun oporandi In catching them Is for two persons to go lu a boat 
—one rows slowly while tbe other, standing In tbe bow, eagerly 
scans tbe bottom of tbe lake; when he discovers tbe nests tbe 
boat Is anchored at such a distance from tbe beds that they can 
be reached with a long pole and Hue. You bait with angle-worms, 
tbe more tbe better, and cast so that tbe book falls upon the 
nest. I have seen sixty caught without moving the boat, and 
was one of a party of six some years ago who. In a half-day’s 
fishing, caught three hundred. 

It le amusing to watch a novice catch bis first bed sunflsh. He 
casts bis line and as soou ss the bait settles whiz I goes bis Hne; 
be jerks but It don't come; he exerts his strength becomes ex¬ 
cited, and ae the flsh breaks water tbe spring of the pole jerks It 
Into hie face with a good deal of force. And then a look of amaze¬ 
ment spreads over his face as be examines his catch, and be ex¬ 
claims “I thought I bad a three or four pounder and It Is nothing 
but a sunflsb!" They weigh from one-half to one pound; when I 
booked they throw themselves Into such a position that the line j 
Is at right anglea with their bodies, and thus they displace a good 
deal of water. They are about tbe shape of tbe pumpkin seed, 
and are fine eating. The excuse for catching them on their nests 
Is tbat they seldom bite at any other time, and tbe only meth¬ 
ods of taking them are by epearlng In the Spring, or with seines, 
or, as I have described, tbe latter way Is the leaet objectionable. 
But I am afraid I have wandered from the subject, and, unless I 
quit, will tell about catching the big pike. 

Quite a number of big-mouthed baas were caught here last sea¬ 
son with what tbe boys call a buck-tall. Two hooks are fastened 
together so tbat tbe points are opposite; then a layer of the white 
hair from a dove’s tall Is placed upon one side of thesbanks of tbe 
hooks, and of tbe dark hair upon tbe other, wbicli are firmly 
wrapped so tbat the hooks are covered with the hair. This is 
tied upon a Hne on a long pole and cast the same as a fly. Yes, 

I forgot to say 1 caught fifteen yellow perch the other day.

FlBliIng Through the Ice on Mendoii Lakes. 


Rochbstbr, N. Y. 

Editor Chicago Ficld; —Just before tbe late cold snap a 
jolly party from this city went up to tbe pretty little lakes which 
have the vnlgar name of “Mendon ponds,” situated In the town¬ 
ship whose name they bear, In Monroe county, and distant only 
a tew miles from this city. These pretty sheets of water uest- 
Hng In the bills certainly deserve belter treatment than to be 
dubbed “ponds,” and to be Individually known as “hundred acre 
pond,” etc., and 1 propose to call them the “Lakes of Mendon.” 

There were five of us, and after a smart drive we fonnd accom¬ 
modations for our horses at a farm boose, and proceeded to find 
a comping ground, which we did In a well sheltered place In the 


timber bordering the largest lake, where, at the foot of a bill we 
had all tbe requisites for s good camp, viz: wood, water, and 
shelter from the winds. After the tent was put up, the owner 
of the timber visited us and showed ua what we might use for 
firewood and what must not be touched, after which, leaving one 
of tbe parly to get dinner, we proceeded to cut the necessary 
boles. The Ice was just right; thick enough fur safety and not 
so thick as to detract from tbe sport by making It a halt hour's 
labor to cut a hole. This is one advantage In early Winter fish¬ 
ing, as after Ice gets to be a fo<it lu thickness there Is too much 
labor connected with It to be considered pleasure. In an hour, 
we four cut thirty boles In wbat looked like tbe best places, and 
tbeu returned to camp. Dinner not being quite ready, we pitched 
In and gathered wood for the evenings fire, after which tbe din¬ 
ner was announced. 

Tbe fresh air and labor bad sharpened our appetites without 
artificial aid, and the steak, potatoes, bread and coffee met with 
a warm reception, then skates were bound ou and tackle and 
axes were skated to the boles, and the baiting begun. It was 
freezing slightly and the openings were just skimmed over, but 
tbe thirty boles were hsited, sud we bad each started with an 
axe to cut more, when 1 caught sight uf a flag hoisted at one uf 
tbe first boles which we had set, and Jo and I bad a race for It. 

I came In second and had tlie pleasure of seeing Joe play tbe 
lisb, wbicb, being a small one did not take long, and be soon 
landed a pickerel, or pike, of three pounds, “gu sa-welght.” Uur 
rules were, tbe first one getting the Hne to play the fish, and then 
re-batt and set the line; so, leaving him to attend to hla part of 
the business, I leisurely skated back looking out for flags, and 
on passlDg near a hole noticed tbat the Hne was in motion al¬ 
though tbe spring had not thrown up tbe signal. Seizing tbe 
line, I found that I bad a good one, and after a few minutes tus¬ 
sle, landed a fish of about eight pounds, aud then set the line for 
RDOtber, first carefully noting that it was not fouled as before so 
that tbe Hag could not be hoisted. 

These two flsb were all that were taken this afternoon, not¬ 
withstanding tbe fact that we cut and baited sixty more boles. 
There have been many disputes smong fishermen as to whether 
the fish In these waters were pickerel or muscaloiige. and with 
this In mind, to settle the matter between two of our party who 
held opposite views, I brought a copy of the Cuicauu Field of 
last Marcb, where, Id an editorial on “the pike and bis cousins” 
you plainly distinguish them. Well, 1 beard all the arguments 
about the comparative slimness of the tall, the color, and the 
teeth, when I brought out the article referred to, and It was plalu 
to be seen by all, that our flsh were the ‘‘great lake pike," Ewz 
lueiiu, as you call it. Tbe Major bad to give lu, but, witn a 
shake of tbe head declared; “That may all be true, but there 
are muscalonge In the ponds also.” Be this as It may, we fished 
here four days and only caught this one variety, and the proof 
rests on the Major yet. 

After supper we sat by the bright tire and smoked, spun fish 
yarns, and sung the evening away, assisted In the choruses by a 
big owl somewhere hack lu the woods, who hooted at ibe Major 
because be couldu’t show a muscalonge. Then we spread tbe 
gum blanket on tbe snow in the lent, and then a buffalo robe or 
two, after which we just piled nu the robes and blankets as loug 
as tbey lasted aud turned in. 

The next morning was colder aud some wind was blowing, so 
after a breakfast uf pike, sausages, fried [mtatocs and coffee we 
opened the boles and tried it again. The snow filled them so 
fast that five boles was as many as one man could keep the snow 
out uf and tbe Hues free, but the fish were in better humor for 
biting, and ou this day we caught eleven pike, big aud little. 

The same routine followed, day by day, of eating, fishing, 
evening songs.and stories, and sleeping, the only varying thing 
being the weather; but it is impossible to convey to you any Idea 
of tbe sport we had, the genuine chunks of solid fun, cut right 
In the fattest part, for these four days, which would have been 
more, but for the Inexorable demaudsof business,and Uie fact tbat 
tbe last day was Saturday. We caught In all, twenty-seven flsb 
which averaged about four pounds each, thus: first day, two; 
secoud, eleven; third, six; sud fourth, eight. Of these we took 
twenty home, having eaten tbe others. On the way home the 
following conversation took place between the Major and myself 

“What paper was tbat which you had with tbat pike busi¬ 
ness in?” 

“The Chicago Fielu, why?” 

“It’s a good fish paper, aim it?” 

“Yes, the best In the business.” 

“How much is It a year!” 

“Four dollars.’’ 

Here It dropped until the next day, when I met him In the 
arcade, where he said; “I wish you would order tbat paper sent 
to me, for I bate to have all you fellows get so far ahead on this 
fish business,” so I enclose you his name and address, with tbe 
price of auhscrIptiOD for one year. iRONDzqooiT. 


The Fisheries aud Other Kesoiirces of Alaska. 


Nl'Rivack Island, Alaska, Nov. 23, 1878. 

Editor Chicaoo Field :—Since writing you a week ago, I 
have seen some of the freah water fishes uf this region. After 
leaving Alton Island and visiting Oumnak Island, where I told 
you of a fresh water lake having been destroyed by an earthquake 
letting the sea into It, I found another small lake wbicb is inhab¬ 
ited by pike, suckers, and a small flsb which 1 do not know; It 
looks like a smell and might be one. If they live In fresh water, 
for It has the little fat second dorsal of the salmon tribe. Tbe 
suckers are good on the table In this cold country, better than the 
pike. I have had but few opportunities to learn about Ihe dlffer- 
I ent species, as I have been too busy to Ssb, aud so cannot give 
tbe angler or tbe naturalist much luformallon on this subject, 
still I know tbat 1 can tell them aumc other things that are of 
importance, and which being new to me must certainly be so to 
them. 

I feel sure tbat there is a greal future for this isolated country, 
and tbat there will be a rush of emigration here before long. 
Men will come for the gold, silver and cupper intending, as did 
the first emigrants to California, to make a “pile''and return to 
enjoy it, but some will stay, In fact some of them will have to, as 
there are always enough unfortunate or Improvident ones who 
can’t return. In addition to the metals mentioned, there are 
coil, Iron and platlna found in the Islands on the eastern side of 
tbe peninsula, aud they may exist in the Interior which has never 
been explored, owing to tbe bostlllly of the savages. 

Auriferous quartz which assays 83U0 per ton, with silver and 
copper enough In it to pay for tbe working, has been discovered 
In ‘Tengas Narrows, and la said to exist all along the great Yukon 
river, which will be found to rival the Amazon In greatness. The 
great difficulty will be with the native tribes, aud tbe fact tbat the 
United Ststee land laws are. not extended to this country. Tbe 
timber Is of the most valuable kinds for shlpbulldlug. White 
spruce and yellow cedar are very abundant. On the coast here 
I see but little game except waterfowl, which can be had for 
knocking down, and thoee birds and animals which live upon 
fish. 1 know just bow yon would enjoy the collecting of these 
strange fish and boltling them up for tbe Smithsonian, even to 
tbe minnows, but I never could work It so fine as that, although I 
stand in amazement at the enormnne run nf salmon. Ennrmons

"Thus far back aud no farther.” In every science there Is a 
period of general description of species, resulting In the establish- 
Inenl of from three to ten limes as many nominal species M really 
exist lu each group. Some of these names become familiarized 
through their Incorporation Into some general work. Then a re¬ 
action sets lu. These species are thrown together In bundles, 
and out ol the ten names, more or less, on* must be ohosen. 
This one Is not determined by lot or choice, nor by the very vague 
rule ol greatest use, but by priority of date after 1758. After 
this confusion eoiiics a nomenclature which is comparatively 
suhle This liiiie ol confusion In American ornithology le past. 
It was pracllcslly ended by Baird In 1858, although Its waves are 
still besting. Had “Hj Droid” lived then, his bark would have 
fouuileied on the rough waves of ornithology. Now, It Is the 
slower sc.euce of Ichthyology which la In the transition stage, and 
ill this stage it will remain until some general work on Amerlimu 
fishes brings again a careful and consistent nomenclslure. We 
can only extend our sympathy to “Hy Droid,” and to wtah that 
be had lived iu happier limes. As one of the Smellfungl’ en¬ 
gaged lu this "anllquarlan” buelneea, the writer can say for him¬ 
self that he finds In It ground neither for pride nor enjoyment, but 
Uist he recognizes It as a tedious necessity, In order to place the 
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Btructure of American Ichthyology on a solid rock foundaWon.

neH Md white dogs heavUy flecked with liver spot*, and althoogh 
1 UlL clean cut about tliolr heads and tUroaU, Immense In aubsunco 
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and immense In bone. This t;pedescending, too, from Brockton's 
Bounce with great regularity through Ssncho, and from him to 
Mr. 8. Price's Bang and Mr. Lloyd Price’s Wag, la another proof 
that the blood was pretty direct, and I fancy pointer breeders, 
holding that belief and no other, will In reality be breeding from 
the best Edge strain in existence. Mr.Whitehouee’s Hamlet, who 
is as much a patriarch of the present breed of pointers as Brock¬ 
ton’s Bounce, was another puzzle to the breeders of the day, for 
he was a lemon and white, and yet he strained to a liver and 
white sort, as his sire. Bird's Bob, was by Joker, son of Lord 
Derby's Rap, and as the Knowsley pointers have always been 
liver and white, the out-and-out admirers of the sort have always 
had a word against Hamlet, because, as regards his color and the 
shape of his head, he was not exactly of the same feather as the 
other members of tbe family. There la no doubt, however, as 
proved by a letter written by tbe late Joseph Long, of Cockspur 
street, that these lemon and whites were descended from one of 
the hardest lines ever known, end quite as celebrated lu their line 
as Edge's or the Knowsley pointers, but their record was appar¬ 
ently lost, though It was the breed possessed by Joseph Lang; 
and half Hamlet’s pedigree, or a little more. Is this particular 
strain crossed witli the Derby pointers. There Is sulHcient reason, 
therefore,to see why Hamlet’s blood has proved most valuable as 
a cross on every sort It has been tried on, and more espec¬ 
ially with the Bounce and Saucho blood, for the simple 
reason that It has been tried oftener on that strain 
than on any other. During the last few years the lemon 
and white, which was considered such a characteristic In the 
Hamlet family, has been blended out amongst the liver and 
whites; but this Is not remarkable, considering that Hamlet was 
as much bred to a liver and white strain as he was to a lemon 
and white. I do not want to see this lemon and white strain die 
out altogether, as I consider that even kennels dead In to one 
color might with advantage cross to the other occasionally. There 
is very little fear of the lemon and white cropping out much In a 
decided liver and white family, for there Is no question about 
which Is the strongest. Bitches two generations from a lemon 
and white will seldom throw them that color, and I know doge 
three generations only from Hamlet that would be certain not to 
get a lemon and white one out of even a lemon and white bitch. 

I have tried It in this way In two Instances, and this preponder¬ 
ance of the liver was shown In twenty-one puppies, although both 
the mothers were lemons. I fancy breeders have found out that 
it di>es not do to keep on breeding lemons to lemons without a 
cross out, but once Is sufllclcnt If thev want to keep the color of 
their strain, and after all there is nothing handsomer than well 
tnarkiHl lemou and white pointers. The other great Icinou and 
white pointer of a day that has gone by was Smith’s .Major, also 
hy Bird’s Bob, but out of a bitch unknown, and consequently 
this may be a reason why this Major has been no very lasting 
success at the stud, as I know some of Ills children and grand¬ 
children that were very good looking, but terribly wanting in 
nose, and there was no breaking them. I would have nothing to 
do with descendants of dtiilth’s Major, as I think more of second 
generations than first. A dog whose grandsons take to hunting 
from iilmost the moment they are put Into work is a very great 
sign of a perfect strain of blood, and it may he associated with 
the principal that a dropper Is often a very good dog, but it bas 
never been known that the son of a dropper has ever been -.vorlh 
a shilling. .Mr. Slatter’s Major was a dog of another calibre, as 
he was good enough to run In field trials, and he possessed about 
tbe grandest pedigree of any pointer ever traced. He was got by 
old Major, son of Antrobus’s Major, son of Stallmm’s Rosa, son 
of Edge’s Beau; his dam Jane, by 'Taylor’s Ben, who Inherited 
three or four crosses of the Moore of -Appleby sort, and so full of 
Edge’s blood, whilst the dam of Jane was Llll, who was full of 
Lord Sefton’s blood on oneside, and on the other went down again 
to Edge’s Beau and to (.'apt. Jack White’s Don. .A good judge 
considers that Mr. Statter’a Major has been the greatest stud pointer 
seen within the last thirty years. He was completely useless from 
old age, and shot a few months ago, but In his day he got Lord 
Sefton’s Sam (the sire of Mr. rilkington’s Faust), Mr. Statter’s 
Viscount, a w inner at Shrewsbury, I he same owner’s Manton, 
another field trial winner, also Dick, now Mr. Barclay Field’s, 
and Mr. Lloyd Price’s Eos Cynirw, besides a lot more; although 
BO many of his stock have gone abroad that I believe that there 
Is only Lonl Sefton's Sam, Eos Cynirw, and Dick to represent 
him as sires of the day. Another sire whose name has figured 
prominently of late years, Is Oenersi Prim, a lemon and white 
taking his color from his dam Fairy, by Hamlet, as Ida sire was a 
liver and while—namely, Holford’s Bang, who was rarely bred 
and a capital dog in the field, niniihig second lu a Held trial at 
StalTord, In ISBO, when ten competed, and the re)H)rt certainly 
made him the best dog in the stake. He was got by Loi-d Lich¬ 
field’s Mars, son of Lord Henry Bentinck's (iarlo, the dam of 
Mar’s Bess, by Lord Derby’s Bang, the dam of General Prim’s 
Fairy, by Hamlet, out of Kedrlck's hlteh. This pedigree of Geii 
eral Prim’s Is worth special note, as the field trial Derby winners 
last year ball to the sort, and there are many good oues of the 
day by General Prim himself, notably Mr. Arkwright’s Tramp, 
about tbe best looking lemon and white of all the show winners, 
and a capital dog In the Held. A dog of the post, whose name 
will constantly appear in pointer pedigrees, was Lord Lichfield’s 
Brag, as he head’s the pt^lgree of many In the Duke of West- 
minster's kennels, and also of Mr. Heywood Lonsdale’s, as the 
latter gentleman’s Cob. a field trial performer, was hy Poiito II, 
SOD of Brag II, son of Brag, who was got by Lord Derby’s Bang, 
tbe great grandsire of Holford's Bang, as above, the dam of Brag, 
.luno by Bentley’s Tell out of Mr. Eve’s Juno, bred by Edee of 
Strelly. There Is s deal of this blood In Staffordshire and 8bro|)- 
shtre from the Ranton Abbey kennels, and It is ideiiti 
cal with the best of Lord Derby’s aq^ Lord Sefton’s blood 
as the dam of Brag, Mona, was by Lord Sefton’s Major 
(son of Captain Jack White’s Monarch), and this Is worth not¬ 
ing, that Lord Derby’s Bang, above named In connection with 
Holford’s Bang and Brag, was bred In Nottinghamshire, by Mr 
Walker, of Eastwod, and purchased by Mr. Brslisford for the 
Earl of Derby. This is another sign that Nottinghamshire, from 
whence sprang Brockton’s Bounce, was the quarter looked to for 
the Edge blood, and those who will follow me Into the Interest¬ 
ing lines of pointer breeding must dovetail these facts together, 
so SB possibly to make them useful In forming theories of differ¬ 
ent great pointer families. Another dog that may In years to 
come be considered the bead of s family, was Blsnop’s Brighton 
by his owner’s Rap out of Belle, by his Shot out of Kate, daugh¬ 
ter to Sir Richard Garth’s Daisy, who was sister to MUe. grand- 
dam of Drake, Rap, It Is said, boasting of Edge’s blood. Brigh¬ 
ton was a very g(^ dog In tbe Held, and Is the sire of Roy, who 
has already shown signs of being a successful sire, and as he will 
have some good opportunities In his present quarters, Mr. Hey¬ 
wood Lonsdale having purchased him last Summer, the sort is 
likely to be beard of. 

The foregoing remarks were necessary to preface a list of 
pointer sires of the day, to show tbe tbe different strain.^ of blood 
that eacli belong to, and in giving the appended table I would re¬ 
mark that a great many are not at tbe stud at all for tbe public, 
ns they are reserved entirely to tlieir owners’ kennels or their 
friends; but as the list would be Incomplete without them to show 
what pointer blood there Is In the country, I give an entire list, 
and place an asterisk against those that I know arc reserved for 


private use. There is a good choice, however, whose services can 
be obtained, and I dare say I shall bsve missed a great many un¬ 
knowingly, whose names arc well wortli mention, only they have 
never been advertised or shown. I shall In s future paper give 
particulars of wliat most of these sires are like.

ing a held trial, where it Ib recorded that Mr. Davidson, Dr. 
Rowe and mynelf wore strong advocates for one judge, and as our 
remarkfi upon tbia point eeeraed to meet the approbation of the 
Baltimore Kennel Club, and the gentlemen present who proposed 
to compete It was almost a fixed fact that If the trials came olT 
there would be but one judge, and that judge would be Mr. 
Davidson. The subject was talked snd written of In such a man¬ 
ner that Mr. Davidson really expected the appointment. Right 
lu tbe face or this, within a month after the meeting, Mr. David¬ 
son, with a full knowledge of the iACi that I loould comj)eU awi 
woitld not run any Field Trial or Lawrack setters, wrote me the 
following bid for my assistance in getting him the appointment: 
^*"1 will make you a email bet that neither the puppy or chfimphn 
atakM at the Maryland fldd triaU tofll be won by a pure Field Trial 
or pure Laverock dog — pro^dded the one-fudge ie adopfed."*^ 

His prejudices against Mr. Smith’s dogs were so strong that he 
even went so far as to circulate a report to tbe effect that two of 
tbe Judges at Nashville last year were reclprocanta of promised 
puppies each, as presents from Mr. Smith. With these facts be¬ 
fore me I was prepared to see Mr. Davidson’s jealousy rule his 
better Judgment at the Minnesota field trials. 

Taking up that event where he left off, he is positive in iiis as¬ 
sertion that tbe score In theXurserv Stakes was taken from my 
score, that Is, tbe official score which has been published ; and to 
show what my score was be has an unknown attorney at law who 
e<ymddere hUnetlf a good Judge of handwriting certlty that the 
score published by ‘^Shamrock” and now on exhibition at Mr, 
Davidson’s, Is my score. What does all this signify? simply this: 
If this score Is not like the official score Mr. Davidson has lied. 
The same la true if this score ht like the offlrlal score, for if this 
score is not like the official score, how In the name of conunon 
sense could the official score have been taken, as Mr. Davidson 
says, fromiti If itiv like the official score, Mr. Davidson shotild 
be scored a lost opportunity for declaring it is different from his 
score and tbe official score. The facts in relation to this score 
and the Nursery Stakes arc strictly these: I was the only juilgc 
that kept a memoranda of the dogs^ general points in this stake. 
This was kept on one of the regular .«core blanks, and any figures 
made were, of course, subject to change; tbe marks being a 
mere memoranda of the working of the dogs and unt a retjnJar 
score. To make It more clear, I give tmlow a copy of this memo¬ 
randa as near as I can recollect appearance at night after the 
stakes were run.

Davideoii funiislies a good ex¬ 
ample of “a guilty coiiecleiite neede no accuser" when,iu reply lo 
iiiy eliarges against liini In I ’iiiuacu Fini.u, lie assures the readers 
of Forent and f^trenm tliat he has been longing for the attack. 
Instead of meeting tlie issue squarely and attempting to prove 
the eliarges witimut foundation, lie braucliea off into a mild form 
of Ids iiiHllcimis staDMiiciil slmut Mr. Morgan and myself shoot¬ 
ing and shipping liirds friiiii tlie preserve. At Sauk Centre, tlic 
register ot the hoUd will slinw Mr. Morgan and myself were 
quartered in tin- town Saturday and Sunday night, and for Mr. 
Davidson to Infer tliat we could drive fifteen miles .Monday, locate, 
shoot and sliip liirds enough liefore Tuesday iiiornliig to jiay for a 
team to take, tliem to town. Is a matter almost too ridiculous to 
Ulk alxiiit, even It It liud anything wliaU'ver to do with Hie grave 
eliarges against Mr. Davidson. 

Tile jojint he attempts to make, is tliat Mr. Morgan being a 
winner in two stakes, miglit rellect somnwlial up ill the judges, 
parlleularly upon me. If Mr. Davidson or anyune else will say 
Hrulrle Belle w as not head ami shoulders aliove any pup in the 
Nursery Slakes, I will at. Ie;i8l sliow lier plaee wa.. won fairly, 
and under the eyes of all three judges, miieh to tlie grief of Mr. 
Davidsou. 

Ill tlie ease of Ki-ieml I took the precaution lo place myself 
above suspicion, liv absolutely refusing to oltlclate at her trial, 
nutwilhstaiiding .Mr. Morgan liad asked me to follow tier, saying 
lie could ncitlicr get a fair trial or lircent treatment at tile liaiids 
of Mr. Davidson. -All the credit she received from me was one 
point. Mr. Morgan claimed unotlier which I did not allow him, 
as I could not see Hie dog on lier point, although he. claimed she 
was standing, and a bird aroac in front of where I saw lier charged. 
For Hie benefit of the curious 1 will say I shot about two hours 
witli Mr. .Morgan over dogs not run in the trial. Had I shot a 
montli wlHi him over the very doge lie ran, the comparison Mr. 
Davidson attempts to draw v.s. bis sliuoting with Mr. Whitman 
over Tempest, would not hold gooil, as Mr. Davidson was at that 
time an appointed judge, wlille I did not receive my appointment 
until Tuesday morning. Hie day of the trials. 

But, getting to matters more serious, I will hrlelty state 
charges which. If proven, are reasons why Mr, Davidson sliould uot 
be encouraged hy e)>ortsmen. If 1 fail to prove my charges 
thoroughly true, I am willing to step down and out, after asking 
your readers to receive Mr. Davidson as of yore, when he was 
known as “Honest Jolin.’’ For the purpose of showing that 
there was nothing in Mr, Davidson’s madness so frequently dis¬ 
played at the Minnesota trials, I might call upon many to testify 
about what they knowr of his holy horror foi^pure Field Trial set¬ 
ters of Mr. Smith’s breeding, hie decided dislike for Mr. Sanborn’s 
doge, bis jealous hatred of the Campbell’a dogs, sud liow he felt 
toward the Laveracks; but this is not necessary, as I prefer to fight 
him with bis own fire, and to go back of tbe return. I give an 
extract from bis letter to me on tbe subject. He says: “1 have 
concluded to keep to the English and more to my own kennel 
now. I have got all the outcrosa I want at present, and think 
with Alton for my Block dog 1 care for none of them. My pups 
out of Doll by my old native Dash can clean nut-range Clip, or 
any Leicester - Dart 1 ever saw In the field." At the time be 
wrote this the pups he speaks of were nine months old. He goes 
on to say: ‘'The Field Trial settere I admit beat Hie natives in two 
places—first, in running In the newspaper’s imaginary; and sec¬ 
ond In the parlors in making a good score when the running In 
the field Is over; they run best where there la no game." Writing 
of the Nashville trials of 1877, he says: “With the same judges 
next season I don’t think there will be a single entry of any strain 
butFleld Trials and Campbell’s." From the bitter manner In which 
he speaks and writes of these dogs, one would naturally conclude 
he was scarcely qualified to judge them In the field. It looks a 
lltUe suspicious St least, and lorma a good foundation for his 
moteed intention lo beat the doge he haled if he had an opportunity. 
This Is rather a serious mailer; but for the correctness of the cir¬ 
cumstances, and a quutatlon from bis letter, 1 am personally 
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The first two run were Prairie Belle and Nellie, and their rela¬ 
tive merite were in my judgment as marked above. Tempest, the 
next down, showed a trifle more speed than Prairie Belle, for 
which she got credit. Thinking her about the same In style and 
quartering, I marked her 3| points for each—the sanie as given to 
Prairie Belle. Mr. Davidson, however, who had he ii following 
her more closely than I liad, thought her more stylish snd a twit 
ter quarterer, saying she quartered iieautlfully at limes, and had 
made one of the most lieautlful iiolnts he had ever seen. I’pnu 
tbe strength of his statement 1 marked her 4 each for style and 
quartering, but having a chance afterwards to see more of lier, I 
failed to see any difference between the atyle and quarlerlng of 
her and Prairie Belle, ao I concluded when slie had finished her 
score logo back to my first marks on these points, whldi were SJ 
each. When Strathroy had finished, his speed and quarlerlng 
were the beat that had been shown. For speed I marked !l, and 
as hie quartering was perfect I gave him 5, the maximum, ;ind 
marked him 4 for style; Jennie being still faster recelvi'd the mux 
imum for speed. Though not quite as good a quartercr ;tB 
Strathroy, she was at least a point over any oi the oi tiers, so I 
marked her 4 and cut Tempest and Prairie Belle back a half 
point each, leaving them three for quartering, and as .leiinie was 
an easy point ahead of these two on style, I gave lier 4 and eul 
the other two down a half point each, that there might lie a full 
point difference; ao my idea of what Prairie Belle. Teinpesr, and 
Jennie should receive, waa as follows: Prairie Belie, 20 for 
making points, 3 for backing, 0 for nose. 7j for puci*, 3 eacli for 
style and quartering, and 0 for staunehness, making a total of 48^ 
points of merit less -'I demerit leaving a net iolal of 4.14- Right 
here let me say that when we came in at night, the alxive mcm

Editok Chicago Fibi.u; —Tbl« tubject la agitating the mlnda 
of wild (owlere and ahootare in general more than any other claaa 
of doga. For field uae, the laurela are pretty equally divided be¬ 
tween the Engliab and Iriab aettera. Uaing either of theee doga 
for duck ahootlng and aending them into Ice water la cruel, and I 
believe every aportaman that has a finely bred and well-broken 
setter feela ashamed and aorry every time he orders hla favorite to 
fetch under such circurnatancea. It la not neceasary to explain 
Ibe injury that follows, as one season's work will convince any 
man. 

I have been much Interested In the articles on retrievers that 
have appeared In your columns from time to time, and have 
waited anxiously lu hopes some abler writer would agitate this 
matter as to what la the most sulUble dog for wild fowl shooting 
on Inland waters. Of course every locality has a few fair retriev¬ 
ers, but as doga do not last always It seems as through there 
ought to be an established breed. 

This strain, in toy opinion, should possess the following quali¬ 
ties: First, a gentle dlaposltion and a natural Instinct fur re¬ 
trieving', should stand about twenty-five inches at ehoulder,rather 
leggy; weigh from fifty to sixty pounds; coat oily, thick and 
wavy, color, very light liver or dead grass color: keen, sensitive 
nosea, and rapid swlmmera; all this backed up with a strong, 
powerful cuustitutlon. 

The Irish water spaniel has many admirers and no doubt is en¬ 
titled to some favor, but their peculiar dlaposltlons are anything 
but agreeable to my fancy. In my experience the young dogs arc 
Inclined to be timid and gun-shy, at other times willful and stub¬ 
born as a mule, and as ready to bite the hand of tbeir master as 
the veriest stranger. Then, too, they seem to lack the love of re¬ 
trieving, rather preferring to roll up and go to sleep on a rat’s 
nest than standing or laying beside their master watching for an 
opportunity to gratify what should be a natural passion. King 
of the River la an exception In thla respect as he is one of the 
most anxious and willing retrievers I ever saw. Do these dogs 
possess the color, coat and constitution f Slnbad has the 
best color of any I have seen; the balance are too dark, and when 
wet are nearly as conspicuous as a black dog. Their crisp, curly 
coat surely does not afford the protection to the body that a thick 
wavy coat does, and I doubt their having the constitution to 
stand the work that la required In western shooting, for Instance, 
late In the season when everything Is frozen up but a few holes 
in the center of large marshes. As soon as the dog leaves the

ice he has no footing, and after getting hold of his game 
wounded goose) it requires a dog of Immense power to again get 
on the Ice, and generally when there Is shooting at all a dog la 
kept going all the time; then, if you arc favored with a bllzzanl 
your dog Is loaded down with Ice. For this kind of work I doubt 
If there Is a breed of dogs that will compare with the Chesapeake 
retrievers, their great strength and thick coat makes them espec¬ 
ially fitted for this shooting, and being entirely open water work, 
they have a chance to show their wonderful powers of vision. 

This dog has many estimable iiualities as a retriever. First, 
and the best of all, Is his color; second, a kind disposition, always 
willing to do the bidding of his master, easily broken, and those 
that I have had experience with arc the most natural retrievers I 
ever used. Barring this one great objection they are the nearest 
perfection of any retriever. And this Is want of nose. They seem 
to depend almost wholly on their eyes In fielding. (). I). Foulks 
(In a meeting held In Baltimore. 187T, during the bench show, 
to decide upon a standard of points for the Chesapeake retriever) 

In reply 10 some inquiries claimed they possess^ fine uoses. I 
would like to ask that veteran ducker If he ever shot over these 
doga In rice and rushes standing four to six feet high. If so, 
please tell ua how they performed. He alao says they are sullen 
In disposition. I own a dog sired by a dog from (I. D. Foulks' 
kennel bred to a bitch from J. .1. Turner, Jr.’s kennel, and a 
finer dlapoaitlontd animal I never owned, if the Chesapeake dog 
can be crossed with some strain that will produce nose and retain 
their other qualities, the long desired effect will be reached. 
Barring the risk of chauging color, crossing with the black curly 
or wavy coated retriever ought to produce a good dog. But this 
cross has been tried by some Maryland gentlemen, with unsatis¬ 
factory results. Your esteerued corresjwiident “Ubique" tells us 
In Issue Nov. 23, of an experiment by Mr. Cuudy, Owatoniia, 
WU., In crossing the Irish water siiaiilel with the Chesapeake re 
triever. Will not this gentleman tell us of the produce? 
“Ublque,” In the same issue, dwells lii glowlug terms upon the 
merits of the curly coated retrievers. These dogs, without doubt, 
are deacrvlug of much notice. As laud retrievers they are per¬ 
fection, but for water work I have disputed their abilities. In 
justice to these very Intelligent anlnials I would state that this 
conclusion Is arrived at from hearsay, as I never had the pleasure 
of seeing them work. Their color is surely against them. If 
any one differs from me let him take a black dog and stand near 
one of our prairie sloughs In Spring when It is almost Impossible 
to get any cover. .Mark my word, very few pintail and mallard 
will grace hie bag. 

I understand some gentlemen In Chicago are crossing the 
black retriever with the Irl-h water spaniel; will they enllghtcD 
us as to what success they are meeting with. In presenting this 
poorly written article It Is not my Intention to run down or praleo 
up any particular class or strain of dogs, and If I have dealt 
harshly with any gentleman’s favorite, I trust he will accept 
It with the spirit In which It Is written. For the last four or live 
seasons I have keenly felt the want of a retriever possessing 
different qualities from those mentioned In the foregoing article. 
For the good of the craft I hope that this subject will be agitated 
by men of large experience In wild fowl shooting, and thoroughly 
discussed through your columns. I would most respectfully call 
upon the following gentlemen: O. D. Foulks, Town Point, Md.;

EiirroK Ciiit'AUU Fiki.ii;—T he course that the Forat awl 
Stream has pursueil towards the National American Kennel Club, 
ever since Its organization, has been characterized by the rarest 
combination of jealousy, subterfuge and misreprcscntatlou ever 
witnessed on the part of a public journal. 

We are charged with nut being organized In legitimate or 
parliamentary manner, and they claim that the Club should be 
a representative body of all the clubs in the country. 

Now let us see what force or truth there Is In those statements. 
The N. A. K. C. was organized at the Chicago dog show. In 
the winter of 1376, the first large gathering of those Interested 
In dogs at the first large dog show In this country. What better 
time or place to take the first steps towards forming such a club 
could have been selected! There were representatives present 
from all parts of the United States. The Club was ” legitimate¬ 
ly organized ” iu a ” parliamentary ” manner at that time, on a 
baele similar to that of the English Kennel Club. 

As to making the Club a represenvtlve body composed of del¬ 
egates from all the other clubs In the country, that Is mere bosh, 
and the editors of that iiigmioue sheet know It to be such. 

Does not the Forret aitd Stream know that at the time of the 
formation of the N. A. K. C., that there was not a single 
Kennel club, either private or state In existence In the country? 
Of course they do. 

Then what an absurdity to think of the National Club being 
made up as proposed, provided they mean to include everything 
that chooses to call Itself a club and only such clubs. It Is a well 
known fact that there arc only three or four regularly Incorporated 
clubs In the country. Now should the N. A. K. Club consist of 
those alone; represented by delegates, or would they include 
everything that chooses to call Itself a club? If the N. A. K. C. 
were to received delegates from all so called clubs, the delegate 
would frequently represent In hlmeclf the entire club; aswcall 
know that mauy of the so-called clubs consist of only one or two 
members and that they are usually private breeding kennels 
merely called clubs for the sake of a high sounding name. 

The Forexl and Stream IntimaUi that they will give u their support 
when we do anything that Is really beneficial for the dog interest, 
that our objects were good at the start, etc., etc. 

The time Is past iu my opinion when the good or ill will of that 
pa|>cr Is of the least consequence to tlie N. A. K. <'. As regards 
our “ doing anything,” 1 would .«ay that we arc doing and ahall 
continue to do.

Mr. Colburn Introduced a resolution requesting the the legtsla- 
turu to pass a law prohibiting the uee of trap or pound ueta in 
all wafer* within the jurisdiction of this state. Mr. Remington 
moved to amend by hmlttog It to Detroit river, Lake St. Clair, 
and St. Clair river, thereby making Us application hwal lu-stead 
, of general, which was carried. 

in regard to the question of a state constabulary. Judge 
Holmes advocated the adding of the duty of enforcing the game 
lawa to the other duties of the fish eommlssloners, and empower¬ 
ing them to employ a aufilcient number of deputies to properly 
perform the work, and was seconded to the opliilou by Judge 
Shaw. 


On motion, an InvlUtlon was unanimously tendered to Ihe 
members of the legislature to attend any of the meetings and 
take part to the deliberations. Discussions on the recommended 
changes to the game laws were continued and participated In 
generally. 

Mr. Roney moved to petition the legislature for a law that will 
be effective to prohibiting all hunting and shooting on Sunday, 
which was unanimously carried. 

On motion of Mr. Nichols, it was resolved that a committee of 
three be appointed to draft a bill In accordance with the recom¬ 
mendations of the convention and ask Its passage by the leglala- 
ture. The chair appointed aa such committee, Judge Holmes, 
Judge Shaw and W. C. Colburn.

Mr. McLean moved that the association ask the legislature for 
an additloual clause to the fish law to prevent the shipment of 
brook trout and grayling out of the state. Mr. Remiugtoii 
moved to restrict It to ten-pound lots. Mr. Brown sustained Mrr 
McLean's motion, which was generally concurred in. 

EVENINO SESSION. 

The discussion on the subject of shipping brook trout ami 
grayling from the state was resumed, and after many pros, anil 
cons, the resolution was passed, restricting only the shipment of 
grayling. 

Tbe president announced the receipt of a letter from fish com- 
ralsalooer E. R. Miller, contalntog some suggestions aa to legis¬ 
lation on the fish question, which was read by the secretary. 

An exhanstlve paper entitled “Why prohibit hounding, or ten 
objections against hunting deer with dogs answered,''was then 
read by Mr. Roney, of East Saginaw, In which the objections 
against this mode of hunting were met, and statistics given show¬ 
ing the number of deer killed lo the state In 1878, and the pro¬ 
portion killed with the use of hounds. The paper was received 
with applause, and a vote of thanks tendered Mr. Roney for his 
valuable contribution and he was requested to furnish a copy of 
It for publication by the association. 

On motion of Mr. Nichols the reference In Mr. Roney's paper to 
the Chicago Field as the able, fearless and worthy represciitive 
of the sportsmen of the West was unanimously adopted as the 
sense of tbe convention. 

Mayor Higby, of Jackson, also read a few sutisllcs tending to 
show that the still hunters, and not those who hunt with dogs, 
are responsible for the slaughter of most of our deer. Judge 
Shaw gave his forty-eight year® of experience In deer bunting, 
which went to prove the same facts. Mr. Birney, of Saginaw, 
offered the following resolution; 

Heiolved, That this association, In the toterest of game protec¬ 
tion, protests sgalnst the passage of any law to prohibit the hunt¬ 
ing of deer with dogs," which waa carried unanimously. 

The next place of meeting was chosen by ballot and resulted 
In the choice of Bay City, the meeting to be held on the first 
Tuesday In Febmary, 1880. 

Tht convention then proceeded to ballot for offleers for the en¬ 
suing year, which resulted os follows;

Tbe convention then proceeded to elect a director for four years 
vice E. F. Mulllken, of Howell.

The executive committee reported they had audited the accounts 
of the treasurer and belleve^lbem to be correct.

Geotlemeo of the AeioolatloD: It bee beeo iMerted that epor1«' 
iaeD '0 MeocUtlooe are parely aelfieh—that the object of game pro- 
taotloD la to prevent toe ffeoera) pnbllo from the enjoymeot of the 
health and recreation of taking, and the noariehment or partaking of 
wild game. Wlthont pretending that eporlamen are poaeeMed of more 
dUlnterested benevolence than the reit of mankind—wlthont asserting 
that they labor more aseidnonely for the public good than those who 
do not enjoy the healthful recreation of foreet, field and stream eports, 
with rod and goo, It la an uuqnesiloned fact that the accomplishment 
of the objects for which game protection and aportamen'a associations 
are organised will promote the welfare of all classee of the commnulty. 
Qor object Is to treat the wild game with which our state was 
once liberally supplied, aa a wlae husbandman would treat htsdomesllc 
animals, ao aa to coutlnne and Increase the supply, that aa population 
Increaaee there may be anoccsalonal full meal for all. We desire to pre¬ 
vent the destruction of game during their breeding and rearing seasons, 
and to prohibit all marderons Bystems of slaughter. We wish to pre¬ 
vent the killing of all kinds uf animals when their flesh Is unclean,, 
unhealtbfnl, ana therefore not fit to eat. As a sanitary measure, this 
object of onr aseoclatlon should commend Itself to everv well-wisher 
of our race. It Is Impossible to tell how many uf the Ineldlons 
diseases that Invite death to our dwellings, and clothe the people with 
the weeds of morning, are produced by eating the flesh of animals 
killed when they are unclean. Yet, that eicknese ie so caused Is patent 
to every one who has given this subject careful attention. It is a 
queetlou worthy of cooslderaiion. whether further legislation to pre¬ 
vent the aale and use of andean meats Is not demanded. Again, a< a 
a food supply measure, the protection of our game beasts, birds, 
end fishes. Is one of vast Importance. I do not need to read to yon. 
gentlemen, staiisUcs to prove this point. The annnal prodoci of field 
and stream, lake and forest, provided free of cost bv a bountUnl 
Creator, ie so Important an Item of the food of tbe people that an Im¬ 
mediate stoppage of that eupply wonld almost, perhaps quite, cause a 
food panic. Duiio< the open season (would It were oa<y then) there 
is hsrdly a table In the land that la not freqnently famlebM with 
beathful, natrilloae game and fish food. How to contlt ue and In- 
creaee that sopply le the question before ue—the problem to be solved. 
Then there is another reason why we should to manage as (o increase 
rather than dlmlmlnleh our stock of game and fish scarcely leas import¬ 
ant than those mentioned. And that is the beallbfnl recreation enjoyed 
In Its pursuit and capture. Everybody needs recreation—rest; and 
everybody will have It In some shape, and It Is rlKht, for nature de¬ 
mands It. Now as tbvre la no recreation more beneficial, and less bsrm- 
fnl than trne sportsmanship, or tbe parsnlt of field sports with rod and 
gun, are we not eovaged In a humane work while seeking to mstntaln 
tbe sopply of game animals so as to make each sport possible? Mere 
ODt-door exercise wllbont some Intelhgeot purenlt, somelblng in Itself 
innocent to stimulate the mind. Is of but little value ae a ivcreaiioa. 
All ibeae are aupplled In the pursuit of sportsmanship. The sportsman 
has to stndy the nainral bistorv of bia qoarry, and is frequently called 
upon to make tbe beet use of bis reasoning powers, ae well as his skill. 
In order to compass tbe capture of tbe wily objector bia pursolc. I be¬ 
lieve if there were no other reasona for tbe protection of wild game 
than the incentive It gives to healthful out-door exercise, this alone 
wonld be eufBclent to demand the most carefully considered legislalloo 
on Ibis ^object, and the most strict enforcement of tbe laws. These 
are but few, and perhaps not the most Important, of the reasons that 
might be menttoued to show that the oblects for which sportsmen's 
aasocla'loos are organized—if accomplietaed—wonld promote (be wel¬ 
fare of tbe people of the whole state, ^e mission of this association 
is to educate tbe people as to tbe habits of game amlmale of ''fur, fin, 
and feather." the best time and mauner of capturing them, the correct 
names-both popnlar and scientific—by which they are, and ebonld be. 
known. To teach the value of game birds as insect destroyers, as well 
as the usefuloeas of insectivorous birds that are not classed ae game, In 

f Teventiov the destruction of tbe crops of tbe huebaodmao by ooxioos 
Dsects. AWo to learn the farmers Inal true sportsmen are their best 
friends, for tbe above-named reasons, and to show by our actious as 
well as by precept, that there le a vast difference between sportsmen 
and poachers, wbo slaughter with gno, traps, and oels, at any and all 
times, not only game, but any other useful atilmal ihsl may come within 
tbeir rea^. 

The trne sp )rteman is engaged in a work of benevolence and good 
will to man. Let us all be careful to ao coodoct ourselves at all times 
as to command tbe respect of all onr fellow citizens. 

Tbe address was received with applause and ordered printed 
with the article on the hounding of deer by Mr Roney. Great 
interest was manifested in the latter subject throughout the ses¬ 
sion, inasmuch as bills had been introduced in tlie legislature to 
prohibit the hunting of deer with dogs, the convention by vote 
unanimously endorsing the views taken In Mr. Roney’s paper. 

It was resolved as the sense of the meeting that tbe president, 
K. S. Holmes should becbalnnan of the committee on nomencla¬ 
ture. 

On motion tbe thanks of the association were tendered to tbe 
persons in charge of the building for the use of the Pioneers room 
for the mooting of the association. 

A bill to prohibit the shipment of deer out of the state, intro¬ 
duced by Mr. Young, was sent up to the association from the 
legislature, read and favorably commented upon, also one by Mr. 
McNabb to prohibit the trapping and netting of pigeons. On 
motion, a vote of thanks was tendered to Messrs. Young and Mc¬ 
Nabb for tbe introduction of the bills above referred to, and the 
secretary instruc'.tcd to furnish each of them with a copy of this 
resolution. 

An invitation from Mr. Adams, of Lansing, to a sleigh ride 
was received with thanks and accepted, for such members of tbe 
association os were able to avail tbcmeelvesof the invitation A 
vote of thanks was tendereii to the secretary pro tern. 

On motion the association then adjourned to meet at Bay City 
on the first Tuesday In February, 1880, at 2 o’clock p. m. 

The above report, which wc are permitted to use principally 
from the secretary’s minutes, gives but a faint idea of ihe intense 
earnestness and enthusiasm which marked the meeting just 
closed. The spirit which animates these gentlemen la best ex¬ 
pressed In the address of the president as above. Instead of the 
time being absorbed In pigeon-popping and glass ball matches, 
the convention devoted Its whole time to questions of important 
amendments to the game laws and scientific points of interest in 
the natural history of the beasts, birds and fishes whose rightful 
guardians these gentlemen are. Wc venture the assertion that 
DO such body of true sportsmen, high In business, social, profes¬ 
sional and judicial posllionsever convened In this country, whose 
sentiments expressed Indicate a broader ground of humanity and 
nobleness than the Michigan Sportsmen’s Association. May 
their faithful efforts In their sUlc to the Interest of true game 
preservrllon be crowned with success. 


Latb Snipe.— Jacksonville, III.—iPdffor Chicago Fictd :—I no¬ 
tice In the CnicAOO Field of the Uth Inst, that Mr. M. E Haight 
of New Milford, III., had sent you the head of a jack snipe killed 
Dec. 31. Jack snipe have been killed in this county up to 
Christmas week, I had three that were killed after Christinas. 1 
thought to have scot them to you, but in tbe hurry of business 
forgot them. The first was brought to me after the snow, I 
thought must have been a stray bird, but as others were brought 
In, killed in different localities, and after we had had good sleigh¬ 
ing for two weeks or more, I thought It remarkable. Most of 
them were In pretty good condition. They were killed by parties 
quail shooting, and were found by running streams of water. I 
can) account forlhclr being here In no other way than It being 
such a fine, open Fall that they thought of wintering here; but 
why they remsined here two weeks or more aftersnow bad fallen 
I do not know. Wc have had the finest sleighing and tbe steadiest 
cold weather I have seen here In twenty-four years. More quails 
have been killed here this Winter than ever before. They have 
been more numerous than I have ever seen them, but If tbe snow 
remains until the first of February they will not be as numerous 
next seaaoQ.

The Michigan Pigeon Question. 

Mil. TUHNER’s IIECI.Y TO PROKE8HOK RONEY. , 
Uhano Rapids, Mk h. 

Editor Chicaoo Kield: —In the latter part of March last the 
writer wan niir of a part; of half a dozen gentlciDCD of the city 
of (Irand Kapida, wbo visited Petoskey, lu the rlclolty of tbe 
great plgcnn-neatlnj; of northern Michigan, armed with breech 
luadera and liberally supplied with ammunition, fur a few days’ 
ahoollug. Tbe trip was quite enjoyable, soelslly considered, but 
our Bueceas proved far less brilliant than was anticipated. There 
were plenty of birds, but the Hues of their flight were gen¬ 
erally of such an unreasonable altitude that sbnotlng was more a 
matter of noise than of practical result. A portion of the party, 
not satisfled with mere gunnery practice, by dint of considerable 
bushwhacking, succeded In bagging Ihe major portion of the 
''game” brought In at tbe close uf each day’s engagement. Tbe 
others and least successful members of tbe party. Including the 
writer, devoted their attention to open spaces lu those high old 
woods and the comparatively few birds which happened to fly a 
little nearer to tbe tops of tbe trees than tbe general flight. We 
found very acceptable food and shelter during our stay In tbe 
woods at the house of a widowed homesteader, whose name we 
have forgotten, said to have beeo about seven miles distant from 
the “nesting place.” The total result of a four days' shoot 
showed an average of about one hundred birds each. As we re¬ 
collect of no unusual or specially Interesting Incidents connected 
with the trip, DO more space need he given to It than is occupleil 
by this paragraph. 

A week or two after our reiurn from the trip above referred, to 1 
a circular letter was received by the Kent tXiunty Sporlsinsn’s 
dull, from the Bay City and Saginaw Game protection Clubs, 
announcing that thuse clubs had determined to send representa¬ 
tives to the pigeon region, to aid In the enforcement of the law, 
and soliciting the co-operation of other game-protective assoela- 
tlous throughout the state. 

A special meeting of our club was thereuixin promptly called 
and held, for tbe puriiose uf considering the communication of 
our Saginaw Valley brethren. At that meeting the writer, then 
president of the club, responded to a call for Ills views on the 
subject, and gave them at some length, tie believed tbe pro¬ 
posed action to be unwise and Inexpedient, that the so-called 
“pigeon law" was not In any sense a gsme or bird protective 
measure. Aside from the question as to whether the wild pigeon 
had ever been recognized as a game bird, or Its protection de¬ 
manded by the public Interests, the real principle or policy which 
the law was Intended lo subserve was not of such a character as 
to demand, or even justify, tho support of the friends of protec¬ 
tion. It was evidently lobbied through the legislature by the 
netting fraternity, whose object was the protection of themselves 
and their business only. An Intelligent and critical examtiiatiun 
would fall to discover in It even the slightest protection /or tht 
birdt, but It provided very ample protection for their greatest de¬ 
stroyers. Regarding the “law” as a deili-uclivt measure, instead 
of a protective one, it was held to be directly antagonistic to the 
principles upon which all the sportsmen’s clubs In the state had 
been organized to advance and sustain. The vindication of such 
a law by professed friends of game protection could not fall to 
bring discredit to the cause, and retard Its advancement. Such 
would be the effect even If the effort should prove successful; 
but in case of failure the result would be still worse. The failure 
of such su effort—publicly understood to be the united action of 
the game-protective clubs of the state—would be a couspicuoua 
display of organized weakness, which would be greatly disastrous 
to the good work which they were designed to accomplish. Some 
reasons were suggested showing that failure might reasonably he 
anticipated, etc. 

The writer was appointed as a representative of the Kent County 
Club, to visit Petoskey, to confer with the representatives of the 
Saginaw Valley clubs on the subject, and to lake such course as 
he should deem proper In behalf of the club and the objects of 
its organization. 

On the second day thereafter we went to Petoskey. On the 
route we were very considerately and confidentially Informed 
that a warrant against us had been Issued, and would be served 
on our arrival, but as we had previously passed the southward 
hound train, and as our train [tersisted in its northward course, 
we could not return home and were hurried on to our forewarned 
doom. 

Arrived at Petoskey about ten In the evening. Even at that 
late hour we found the public rooms of the hotels literally full. 
Pigeon netters, pigeon dealers, with a few pigeon shooters, 
largely made up the crowds, and a littlecareful Usienliigdlsclosed 
the fact that the general theme of conversation waapiV/wnA. 

Soon after our arrival we were Informed that some of the Sagi¬ 
naw men bad gone home; but Mr. Fox, of Bay City, was still 
there. He was pointed out to us and wc at once interviewed 
him. Wc Informed him that the Kent County Club dissented 
from the posltlou taken by the Saginaw Valley Clubs, and there¬ 
fore could not co-operate with them in supporting and attempting 
the enforcement of the "pigeon law,” explaining to him briefly 
some of the reasons upon which our club based Its decision. 

Mr. Fox Informed us that the work he was engaged In was a 
very unpleasant one, but he was governed by Instructions from 
home and felt bound to proceed accordingly. He then reminded 
us of the fearful fact that there was a warrant out against our 
person, but, he assured us, the complaint was not made by him 
or any of his comrades; the charge was made by tbe pigeon men. 
This wifi probably true. The Impression had prevailed there 
that our visit was for the purpose of co-operating with tbe pros¬ 
ecutors, and the utterly false and absurd stories that have since 
been somewhat Industriously kept afloat, respecting our con¬ 
duct on tbe first visit, were trumped up under that mistaken Idea 
of our position. 

Feeling somewhat Indisposed we remained at the Cushman 
House all tbe next day, though warmly urged to go out shooting 
with a party of gentlemen who accompanied us from home. 
These gentlemen were some of our beet husiness men, highly re¬ 
spected SB law-ahidliig citizens at home; but they came back just 
before night under charge of the sheriff —nrruled fur violating the 
pigeon law. They reported to us that while In the very height of 
their sport, shooting at, but rarely hitting, the birds as they flew 
over the opening made by tbe road through tbe woods, the sheriff 
came down upon them, with his horses on a keen run, ao that 
successful dodging wasout of the question, though one or two 
amusing attempts were made In that direction. 

Tbe ^‘prisoners" made some rather fiorry efforts to “laugh 
the thing off,” but privately confessed that they felt very much 
annoyed. Their “business at home required attentlou” and they 
“must return by next train, tun." The sheriff being a humane 


man. and the county jail being several miles away lat Little 
Traverse), had graciously allowed tlieiii the freeiloiii of their 
rooms for the evening. As they had never given Hltentlmi to 
the law they appealed to us for liiforiiialioii respeclliig It. Of 
course we cheered them will! our opinion, a lili-li was, that they 
were not legally arrested, as proceedings under the law ninat he 
by civil process; that they might go home by flrsi train and ini 
barm to them could result VVe assured lliein that weslnnild stay 
a few days and would stand between them and all cnnsri|Ueiices. 
Thus assured they quietly got aboard the train and «i-re Innne- 
ward hound. 

During the evening It came to us lliatthe slierlfl did niii arrest 
“the boys,” he merely requested them tt> reiurn with him to 
town. The prosecutlug attorney had eviilently been looking over 
the law during tbe day and had decided to eleinge the programme. 
As further evidence uf the exercise of this gooil iudgment on tin- 
part of that nlhcer, the warrant against our person, wlileh had 
previously been In the hands i>f the sheriff, was willnlrawn, ainl a 
civil process—a surnmuna to answer In an action for debt was suli 
Btituted and served by a town constable. 

Four days after service of summons the “cause’'came on for 
trial; and so much interest was manifested, that Ihe justice di- 
elded to occupy a much larger room tbau his own olllce, to ac¬ 
commodate the gathering crowd. A jury was called and the trial 
opened. Defendant was charged with tbe shooting of pigeons 
within five miles of their place of nesting, and was therefore and 
thereby Indebted to the people of Michigan in the sum of $50. 
Some half dozen witnesses were sworu, including venerable grey 
haired men and beardless boys, but not a particle of evidence 
was elicited sustaining the charge. The nearest approach to such 
testimony was drawn from a tow-headed “mossbacU,” who saw 
the defendant somewhere lu iho woods—couldn't say exactly 
where—trying toload hlshrcech-loader at the muzzle I Atthecoin- 
mencement of the exaraliiatlou, a general gloom seemed to have 
spread over the countenances of that dense crowd of spectators, 
as If in sympathy for that poor treiiihling defendant., wbo had 
walked lulu a trap, “so far away from home" But as the ex 
aminatlou advanced, the same countenances were wreathed In 
smiles; merriment succeeded, growing more and more Ueinoristra 
live as the case proreeded till It fliially became almost uproarious, 
requiring a decided effort on the part of court and ollicer to re 
store order. Tbe. court thereupon openly gave notice to the 
attorney for the people that he must produce some testimony 
hearing upon tbe charge or hesbnuUI dismiss Ihe ease. Attorney 
asked further lime, as the stage-driver, who had been suh 
pcenaed, was an iiiiportaiit witness, would he in, and could be. 
produced lu the evening. Court held open, to proceed with the. 
case at 7^ o’clock. After supper and the arrival of the stage, the 
court-room was re-filled, and the “Imporlant witness” examined; 
but It was Impossible to draw from him any facts siislaining the 
charge. Finally, a bright young man was sworn, ami lestifled 
that the defendant rode out into the woods with him. “Well, 
wlien was thatV’ “Yesterday!" Merriment again heeomiug 
Irrepressible, tbe court announced that Ihcrnerwux ilitmie.ied, “itv 
there wae no evidence to eupport Ihe rhariie." ''Then,” queried one 
of the jury, “I suppose we have nothing to do with it!”

The defendant retreated lu bis 
room, locked tbe door, retired to his virtuous couch, slept the 
sleep of the just, and at early dawn was on his way home at the 
rate of twenty miles per hour. 

Now, Mr. Editor, wc have uever deemed Hie foregoing particu¬ 
lars of sufficient general Interest to call for publication; hut, un¬ 
der present circumstauces, we have thought best to produce 
them. The cause of their production is the appearance of a 
most extraordinary article in the Cuicaho Fiei.d of the 11th 
Inst., from tbe pen of Prof. H. B. Roney, of East Saginaw. 

It appears that Prof. Roney was one of the men who visited 
tbe pigeon region, not as a chosen representative of his club, but 
as a “hacker,” tbe responsibilities of which office he volunteered 
to assume.

He makes a gallant flourish of his sharp goose quill, and 
bravely declares that “In serving thiscause (game proleetion) he 
will awerve from nu duty nor shrink from cuiisuquencefi in the dis¬ 
charge of that duty,” hut tnglorlously relrealf from the Held,even 
before the approach of an opponent. 

The Professor accompanied the representative to the “nestings” 
and viclullv, and gives a tearful account of the manner of net¬ 
ting and killing the poor birds by the professional trapper. We 
have never gazed upon that sublime operation, and cannot, there¬ 
fore, fully appreciate the “feelings’’ sustained by the Professor 
on that murderous occasion; but as a spccimeD of sentimental 
gush, bis description Is, undoubtedly, a marked success. 

The Professor and parly were In search of truth, but that article 
was difficult to obtain. “Throughout the eutirc region the I rap¬ 
pers had the homesteaders schooled to non-committal tactics.” 
Questions were met with evasive and false replies, which was cer¬ 
tainly a bad state of things, especially as the Profes.sor claims that 
bis dress was above suspicion! Everywhere, at the “hotel,” and 
among the homesteaders, it was “all the same;” no facts could 
be obtained that they were In search of, till a bright thought haji- 
pened to strike the Professor, viz; “children and fools tell the 
truth."

Finally, however, one 
man was found, even in those deep woods, where falsehood was 
80 generally prevalent, who told the truth! The Professor is sure 
It was the truth, because the story satisfled him that the teller 
was an honest man. It was the very thing he wanted to hear, 
therefore It must be true. That hones’ man was Mr. H. Frayer, 
postmaster and justice of the peace, for Littlctield township. It 
Is well to record the natne, because at some future time an hon¬ 
est man may be wanted In that region, and w-e are informed there 
are few guide-boards In Littlefleld township- One more: another 
justice of tbe peace for Littlefield township, B. F. Tatcm, corrob¬ 
orated the story of the other justice, and therefore is an honest 
man. But we are afraid Tatein Is a plagiarist. Iflwomtn—jus¬ 
tices at that—had been together, they should not have been 
frightened off by the threat of that shooter. No, we must hold 
Justice Frayer as the honest man who told Ihe tlnry. 

Tbe Professor states that a warrant was ist-ned for the arrest of 
one Turner, wbo was expected to he In Petoskey In a day or two; 
and he undertakes to apply his literary lash upon tbe hare back 
of the prosecuting attorney of Emmet county hecaiise he directed 
the sheriff not to serve the paper.

The open season for quails has jusi closed. Birds were very 
plentiful, and although the gunners were Inumerable there was 
no decrease to be noticed. We have market-hunters of the very 
worst sorLwho are out day by day In search of game, end potting 
at every possible opportunity, but even they may be respected 
somewhat more than those who trap and net. It le the farmer 
that carries on the trapping In a most destructive manner. The 
very heavy snow this Winter favored trapping unusually. 

In December after the snow covered Uie ground hundreds of 
quails were brought to town dally for sale. As the game dealers 
could not dispose of so large a number, the lawbreakers traded 
off the birds at the stores for groceries, etc., for a trifle. By a 
reliable party I am Informed of one ease where a countryman 
had a sack full of quails but could uol find a buyer. At last the 
"jayhawker” entered a meat-market, enquiring: “Want to buy 
any quails?” "No sir!” was the reply, “have lots on hand now, 

I no sale for them, will give you meat In trade, how’l that suit 
you?” “All right," replied brother Jeans, “give me pork, I can 

eat that, but these d-d birds are too dry for me, my children 

pick on them some, but they won’t do for me." The exchange 
was made, and ten and a quarter pounds of fat pork wclgMd out 
fur ten and a quarter pound^ of fine trapped quails. (May he 
choke on the pork 1) 

There being but little demand for game In general, large quan¬ 
tities were shipped to eastern cities. I suppose Kan^ has luro- 
Ished more game birds for the eastern markets this Winter than 
any other slate In the Union. I clip the following from the In¬ 
dependence Joumai: 

“Last week there were the heaviest shipments of game from 
Independence of any previous one. At least 1,000 dozen prelric 
chickens were shipped. Moat of this Is said to come from Cow¬ 
ley, Chautauqua and Elk counties.” 

One thousand dozen of chickens shipped from one small town 
tn one week—how many thousand dozens may there have been 
shipped from the entire state? 

The Winfield Telegram says: 

“Fred. Helslnger says he and his partner have killed and 
shipped, over two hundred dozen prairie cldckeiia, and several 
hundred dozen quails, during the aeasoii. Pretty good for two 
men.”

Belle of Barbarism, Should be 
Abolished.

Editor Chicago Field: —Thanks for the magnificent Christ¬ 
mas number which I, In common with your thousands of read¬ 
ers, enjoyed at the close of 1878. Everyone must admit that the 
Chicago Field can be Improved In but one way, and that Is by 
enlarging it; and your “Christmas gift" of an extra eight pages 
was the choicest you could have made us. May the time soon 
come when your subscription list will warrant your making the 
regular numbers of that size. 

1 notice my friend “Schneider" gets Just a little indignant to 
think I should presume to doubt the tally of the annual club 
hunt of the Des Moines Club, and goes for my poor self for kill¬ 
ing too many chickens In Kansas last Summer. Well, “.Schnel 
der,” I plead guilty to the charge, and can only say that no one 
regrets the excessive slaughter more than myself, and I shan't 
do so again. 

1 see "Eland” pitches Into “Van Buren" for his strictures on 
the same subject. Well, friends, there Is one way you can avoid 
these things In the future. Abolish your club hunts. They are 
relics of barbarism, and unworthy of the ailvanced age in which 
we live. 

But 1 will not let “Schueidei ” or anyone else surimss iny hum 
Ido self In giving credit to the gentlemen composing the lies 
Moines club for their efforts In forming the Slate Association; 
In fact, for one whole year they irere the State .Association, not 
another club appearing upon the rosier. And now let them lake 
the lead once more, and at the next annual meeting of the Iowa 
.state Sportsmen's .Assiailatlon introduce a resolution aliolishing 
club hunts os unsportsmanlike and tending to liutchery. Before 
leaving this subject I would remark that what lllllo I had to say 
about that score was more in joke than In earnest. I remem¬ 
bered that at the time of Jhe passage of the law, the ‘ twenty 
five bird claueo” bad very few friends In Des Moines, and friend 
"Schneider” himself assured me that it would be avoided In 
exactly the way I hinted his club did It. I am very glad to learn 
such was not the case. 

The close season for quail is now upon us, and it behooves 
the sportsman to sec that what few birds the deep snows and ter¬ 
ribly cold weather of the last few weeks have, left us, shall be 
protected and cared for. Our law Is stringent, anil can be en¬ 
forced. Let them sec to It that no quails appear upon any public 
table, that no express or railroad company “have In possession’' 
any of these birds without swift punishment coming to the of 
fender. One earnest sportsman In each town is sullicicnt, and 
surely such can be found. Let every trap be destroyed on sight, 
and let the express agents understand the danger attending the 
shipping of game, and nine-tenths of the trouble will be over. 
Don’t spare friend or foe, and above all things, don't let np on the 
Jlret offenee. The guilty party always pleads this as an excuse, 
and promises to do so no more, but the public must understand 
that every violation of the law will be punished, first as well as 
last, and understanding that, we will have fewer violations. That 


thin form sixty-five pounds, Is nearly white, slightly shot-marked 
ears, fine head, lung, well-rounded ears, stoutly coupled, deep 
breach, long, straight silky coat, perfect tall, and withal, great 
nervousncsi.

We followed the scattered covey, 
Nlm cut one down, and was trying to tramp out the rest when 
Zack came to a stand In a little rag-weed patch outside the woods. 

1 flushed a new covey and got a bird with each barrel. Boone 
retrieved. He was ‘‘off,” certainly his nose seemed to be of no 
use whatever. We followed this covey and had some good sport. 
We stepped across the woodland and field long before dark, I shot 
seven birds, Nlm three, an unusual result In our shooting. Next 
morning we started late. The weather was too Inclement for an 
early start. Zack In fine condition, Boone would not eat, but was 
full of life. We went to a stuble-fleld about a mile away, a good 
one though small. Dogs got scent as soon as we put them In, 
soon came to the sUnd, flushed the birds, got one with each bar¬ 
rel. Niin was scared, but he made up for lost time. In following 
this covey the dogs stood another one In the same field. We had 
good shooting, Nim killed fourteen birds, the writer six. Third 
day we made a short circuit and Killed eighteen birds. In the af¬ 
ternoon Nim killed six rabbits over bis heagle, and one s<iulrrel. 
It was too rough weather for me, so I stayed at home and took 
burrs out of the dogs, and got ready for my departure, well 
pleased with my sport and the dogs. Zack will make a prize. I 
have a Hue pointer bitch, Lou, well trained and us fine as silk. 
She will go to black pointer Trim, a blue-blood, soon. .1. B. 

How Quails Have Sufkered. —Belleville, HI.— hMUor Chi¬ 
cago Field;—yiy business at present keeps me_ Iraycllng through 


this county, and as I have ample opportunity of making inquiries, 

1 have tried to find out something about the condition of our 
quails We have had three heavy falls of .snow since the latter 
part of December without any thaw, and the weather has been 
extremely severe. In many places I am told that quails appear 
to be plenty and apparently not suffering any on account of the 
snows and cold. Yet I have seen but one covey along the mad 
during a two weeks’ trip. 

While .at Lenzburg I was told by a gentleman that a fanner's 
hoy had caught with his hands thirteen quails, who were too 
starved or frozen to attempt to fly while pursued. 

The markets are overstocked with them, and 60 cents per 
dozen is the price here, while lu some of the adjoining counties 
;J0 and 40 cents per dozen Is the price. Hundreds are killed 
during the snow storms by farmers’ boys, who find them huddled 
under brush heaps and in fense corners, and by pouring a volley 
Into them kill a majority, if not the whole covey. There being 
no work on the farm, and a reaily sale at any country store for 
game, the granger sees au opportunity of earning a little pocket 
change, and makes sad havoc among the quails. I have seen 
hundreds of quails, stacks of rabbits, etc., at nearly every country 
store I passed,and at the village of 8t. Slbcry purchased a splendid 
17i pound wild turkey for 70 cents. If such wholesale killing 
will be kept up the rest of the Winter it will greatly diminish 
our slniotlng next Fall. 

A game dealer In our own city told me yesterday that he had a 
nice lot of live quails. I tried to find out from whom he received 
them, but could not get the Information, as he had not asked 
the Individuals name. I called at the shop In the evening to mske 
a purchase of them, but found au assIsUnt had killed several of 
the quails and there were hut eleven left, which I purchased and 
have them at home now cooped up to be kept till Spring, when I 
shall turn them out on a friend’s estate. 

On the whole, I think quails have suffered to a certain extent on 
account of the above causes, but think there will still be a good 
breeding stock left over, as we have had the largest number of 
quails last Fall that have been seen here for years. Dodge

Charleston Notes. —Charleston, 3. C.— Editor Chimgo Field; 
—The Christmas p.irtles had good sport In all branches; fine 
times at the deer are reported, and several were brought In, to¬ 
gether with some turkeys. The majority of our men paid their 
attention to small game, and were rewarded with bags propor¬ 
tionate to their skill. I heard of good duck shooting, too, one 
party of four getting nearly 100 largo ducks In a morning. The 
weather has been unusually warm, and we had but one cold snap, 
which lasted about a week, during which lime the woodcocks 
came down In considerable numbers, and those who were fortu¬ 
nate enough to get off had fine sport. .lust now there are none 
to be seen, or rather only a stray one, lu some Impossible sort of 
place. Wo live In hopes, however, and I may have some heavy 
bags to report soon, as the clouds Indicate rain, and then we pray 
for another cold snap. The partridges continue abundant, and 
although large numbers have been killed, there Is no sensible 
diminution of the number. And now having generalized, let me 
chronicle the only real sport which I have enjoyed in six years. 
“Jim” and myself determined to have a day with the birds, and 
selected Cooper river as our field of operations. Monday, Jan. 
13, saw us leaving “ray ancestral halls" with one fine setter, 
Blucher, an unbroken setter pup and ditto pointer. I was using 
an ordinary muzzle loader, he one of Remington’s finest breach- 
loaders; my accounts of what we could Jo were so glowing that 
be thought, as be admitted afterwards, we could not hope to have 
them realized. But the birds were all there, the cover good, and 
the dogs medium (striking the average, which Blucher brought 
up). Several times Jim remarked, “This Is fine,’’ “splendid," 
etc., but the result made us feel more satislied. Our bag stood 
as follows: Partridges, 43; snipes, 4; woodcocks, 1—total 48. 
The following day we paid our attention for about au hour to the 
ducks, but found very few, the weather being warm, and returned 
to breakfast with four. Jim had to return to Charleston, and 
but a few hours remained for the birds. AVe were fortunate In 
getting them in good ground, and on returning at 2 o'clock p. M., 
counted up, the result being 29. How Is that for a day and a 
half? Partridges, 7‘J; snipes, 4; ducks, 4; woodcocks, I—total 81. 

Next week the Washington course will he lively, the Savannah 
races will be over, and all the stables will come over to Charleston 
for our Spring meeting, which commences on Feb. 5. Echo. 

iNquiKY OF Mr. Van Dyke. —New York City.— Editor Chicago 
Field; -I would like to ask Mr. T. 8. Van Dyke through your 
paper If he has ever tried shooting ducks when flying “cross shot’’ 
by throwing his gun behind and following the bird up until covered 
and then firing. After several years experience lu trying to 
kill ducks by shooting uAead of them, 1 am perfectiv satisfied to 
drop it. Since I commenced shooting two years ago, from be¬ 
hind the birds Instead of ahead of them, 1 have been able to kill 
ten where 1 killed one before, and do not feel that it is chance 
shooting either, as I maintain the gun gets the speed of the bird 
In this way. 1 have been able to kill ducks at very long distances 
by my way of shooting, also. I have been liiforiued by Mr. Abe 
Kleinman —who Is one of the best duck shots in the country— 
that he kills bis birds by "ho'ding right on them." I could write 
at some length, giving some of my experience in killing ducks 
hg ehooting ahead of them, but will not occupy any more of your 
valuable space doing so.

The Hestrui-tioii of Uanie In Kan.sH.s. 

Leavenworth, Kan. 

Editor Chioaoo Field:— Although we have many ardent 
and enthusiastic sportsmen at this place It seems that after they 
have enjoyed the very finest of sport, the enthusiasm relaxes, ae 
none of them consider it worth while to report some of the events. 
There is hardly ever any note from Leavenworth contained in the 
Cbicaoo Field. 

The open season for quails has just closed. Birds were very 
plentiful, and although the gunners were Inumerable there was 
no decrease to be noticed. We have market-hunters of the very- 
worst sort,who are out day by day in search of game, and potting 
at every possible opportunity, but even they may be respected 
somewhat more than those who trap and net. It is the f®''™®'' 
that carries ou the trapping in a most destructive manner. The 
very heavy enow this Winter favored trapping unusually. 

In December after the snow covered the ground hundreds of 
quails were brought to town dally for sale. As the game dealers 
could not dispose of so large a number, the lawbreakers traded 
off the birds al the stores for groceries, etc., for a trific. By a 
reliable party I am informed of one case where a countryman 
had a sack full of quails but could uot find a buyer. At last the 
i “jsyhewker” entered a meat-market, enquiring: “Want to buy 
1 any quails?” “No sir!” wae the reply, “have loU on hand now, 

I no sale for them, will give you meat In trade, bow’I that suit 
you?” “All right,” replied brother Jeans, “give me pork, I can 

eat that, bat these d-d birds are too dry for me, my children 

pick on them some, but they won’t do for me." The exchange 
was made, and ten and a quarter pounds of fat pork weighed out 
f.ir ten and a quarter pound^ of fine trapped quails. (May he 
cboke OD the pork!) 

There being but little demand for game In general, large quan 
tltiea were shipped to eastern cities. I suppose Kansas has 
Isbed more game birds for the eastern markets this Winter than 
any other state lo the Union. I clip the following from the In¬ 
dependence Journal: 

“Last week there were the heaviest shipments of game from 
Independence of any previous one- At least 1,000 dozen p^ric 
chickens were shipped. Most of this is said to come from Cow¬ 
ley, Chautauqua and Elk counties.’^ 

One thousand dozen of chickens shipped from one small town 
In one week—how many thousand dozens may there have been 
shipped from the entire stat-eY 
The Winflcld IWr^ram says: 

“Fred. Heislnger says be and his partner have killed and 
shipped, over two hundred dozen prairie chickens, and several 
hundred dozea quails, during the season. Pretty good for two 
men.“ _ 

Almost avery paper of the state contains similar notices. But 
few years since deer and buffalo abounded In Kansas; to-day not 
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much la left of them. Ae a cmioeity, the Junctioa City Onion

Perhaps It will interest some of your many readers, what sort 
of game we shoot at this locality, and therefore I append my score 
(or the year ending Jan. 1: No.of shots fired, 1,089; woodcocks, 3; 
prairie chickens, 13-, quails, 217; snipes, 173; other waders, 14; 
mallards, 9; woodducks, 83; teal, 51; other ducks, 13; wild 
geese, 2; upland plovers, 56; sundry birds, 49; rabbits, 81; total, 
7(13; misses, 886. 

The above Is but a fair average In comparison with those of 
others of our gunners. Now, as the season on quail is closed, 
guns are oiled and put In the cases awaiting spring time, when 
ducks and snipes will again arrive.

Let every trap be destroyed on sight 
and let the express agents understand the danger attending the 
shipping of game, and nine-tenths of the trouble will be over. 

Don’t spare friend or foe, and above all things, don’t Ut np on the 
flmt offence. The guilty party always pleads this as an excuse, 
and promises to do so no more, but the public must understand 
that every violation of the law will be punished, first as well as 
last, and understanding that, we will have fewer violations. That 
is my plan, and without wishing to boast, I can say that Adams | —Editor Chicago A'isfd.- 
county Is as free from game law violators, I believe, as any place “ 
on God’s footstool.

He was “off,” cerulnly his nose seemed to he of no 
use whatever. We followed this covey and had some good sport. 
We stepped across the woodland and field long before dark, I shot 
seven birds, Nlm three, an unusual result In our shooting. Next 
moruing we started late. The weather was too Inclement for an 
early start. Zack in fine condition, Boone would not eat, but was 
full of life. We went to a stuble-fleld about a mile away, a good 
one though small. Dogs got scent as soon as we put them In, 
soon came to the sUnd, flushed the birds, got one with ea:h bar¬ 
rel. Nlm was scared, but he made up for lost time. In following 
this covey the dogs stood another one In the same field. We had 
g(H)d shooting, Nun killed fourteen birds, the writer six. Third | 
lay we made a short circuit and killed eighteen birds, in the af¬ 
ternoon Nlm killed six rabblU over his beagle, and one squirrel. 
It was too rough weather (or me, so I stayed at home and took 
burrs out of the dogs, and got ready for my departure, well 
pleased with my sport and the dogs. Zack will make a prize. I 
have a fine pointer bitch, Lou, well trained and as fine as silk. 
She will go to black pointer Trim, a blue-blood, soon. B. 


Cbarlbstom Notes. —Charleston, 3. C .—Editor ithiengo EUtd: 
—The Christmas p.irtlea had good sport In all branches; fine 
times at the deer are reported, and several were brought In, to¬ 
gether A lth some turkeys. The majorllv of our men paid their 
attention to small game, and were rewarded with bags propor¬ 
tionate to their skill. I heard of good duck shooting, too, one 
parly of four getting nearly 100 large ducks In a morning. The 
weather bos been unusually warm, and we had but one cold snap, 
which lasted about a week, during which time the woodcocks 
came down In considerable numbers, and those who were fortu¬ 
nate enough to get off had flue sport, .lust now there arc none 
to be seen, or rather only a stray one. In some Impossible sort of 
place. Wo live In hopes, however, and I may have some heavy 
bags to report soon, as the clouds Indicate ralii, and then we pray 
(or another cold snap. The partridges continue abundant, and 
although large numbers have been killed, there is no sensible 
diminution of the number. And now having generalized, let me 
chronicle the only real sport which 1 have enjoyed In six years. 
“Jim" and myself determined to have a day with the birds, and 
selected Cooper river os our field of operations. Monday, Jan. 
18, saw us leaving “my ancestral halls” with one line setter, 
Blucher, an unbroken setter pup and ditto pointer. I was using 
an ordinary muzzle loader, he one of Remington’s finest broach- 
loaders; my accounts of what we could do were so glowing that 
he thought, as he admitted afterwards, we could not hope to have 
them realized. But the birds were all there, the cover good, and 
the dogs medium (striking the average, which Blucher brought 
up). Several times Jim remarked, "This Is fine,’’ “splendid,” 
etc., but the result made us feel more satisfied. Our bag stood 
as follows: Partridges, 43; snipes, 4; woodcocks, 1—total 48. 
The following day we paid our attention for about an hour to the 
ducks, but found very few, the weather being warm, and returned 
to breakfast with four. Jim had to return to Charleston, and 
but a few hours remained (or the birds. We were fortunate In 
getting them in good ground, and on returning at 2o'clock p. M., 
counted up, the result being 29. How is that (or a day and a 
halt? Partridges, 72; snipes, 4; ducks, 4; woodcocks, 1—total 81, 
Next week the Washington course will be lively, the Savannah 
races will be over, and all the stables will come over to Charleston 
for our Spring meeting, which commences on Feb. 5. Echo. 


How Quaiia Have Bl'Kiered. —Belleville, Ill .—Editor Chi¬ 
cago Field:—Ky business at present keeps me traveling through 
this county, and as I have ample opportunity of making Inquiries, 

1 have tried to find out something about the condition of our 
quails We have had three heavy falls of snow since the latter 
part of December without any thaw, and the weather has been 
extremely severe. In many places I am told that (luails appear 
to lie plenty and apparently not suffering any on account of the 
snows and cold. Yet I have seen but one covey along the road 
during a two weeks' frfp. 

While at Lenzburg I was told by a gentleman that a farmer’s 
hoy had caught with his hands thirteen quails, who were too 
starved tir frozen to attempt to By while pursued. 

The markets are overstocked with them, and 60 cents per 
dozen Is the price hi'rc, while In some of the adjoining counties 
;jl) and 40 cents jier dozen Is the price. Hundreds are killed 
during the snow storms by farmers’ boys, who find them huddled 
under brush heaps and in fense corner.*, and by pouring a volley 
into them kill a majorily, If uot the whole covey. There being 
no work on the farm, and a ready sale at any country store for 
game, the. granger sees au oppurlunlly of earning a little [xicket 
change, and makes sad havoc among the quails. I have seen 
hundreds of quails, stacks of rabbits, etc., at nearly every country 
store, I passed,and at the village of 8t. Slbery purchased a splendid 
17} pound wild turkey for 70 cents. If such wholesale killing 
will be kept up the rest of the Winter It will greatly diminish 
our shooting next Fall. 

A game dealer In our own city told me yesterday that he had a 
nice lot of live quails. I tried to find out from whom he received 
them, but could uot get the Information, as he hod not asked 
the Individuals name. I called at the shop In the evening to make 
a purchase of them, but found an asslsUnt had killed several of 
the quails and there were but eleven left, which I purchased and 
have them at home now cooped up to be kept till Spring, when I 
shall turn them out on a friend’s estate. 

On the whole, I think quails have suffered to a certain extent on 
account of the above causes, but think there will still be a good 
breeding stock left over, as we have had the largest number of 
quails last Fall that have been seen here for years. Dodoe. 

Cai’Iai.s Booardus Endorses Tin-Coated SuoT.—New York 
—Editor Chicago Field.—In answer to your request for a prac¬ 
tical test of tin-coated soft shot, I desire to refer to the 8,000 ball 
match shot by me at Glllmore’s Garden, Jan. 8 and 9. In that 
match I used two seta of double barrels, one of ten and the 
other of twelve bore, and each single barrel was discharged 1,500 
times without being once cleaned. The Inner surface of the 
barrels are bright and free from scratches, although In shooting I 
used them until they became so hot that they would not bear hand¬ 
ling. No ordinary use could ever so severely test the cleanll- 
new and perfection of the tln-coatlng, and Its freedom from In¬ 
jury from any heat which could result from continuous discharges 
of the gun. _ _ A. H. Booabdos.

A Few Days Amono the Quails. —Beaver Falls, Pa.—A’dltor 
Chicago Field: -Your correspondent visited Fayette county the 
latter part of November and had a tew days of glorious sport 
among the quails, making a very nice score, bagging one hun¬ 
dred and forty-three In four days. Found them very plenty and 
fine large birds and good strong flyers; but If the Winter con 
tlnues ss hard as It has been for thelsst four weeks, I don’t think 
they will be as plenty next year. Tbe ground Is covered to the 
depth of twelve or fourteen Inches. Was out the latter part of 
last month and found some that were so chilled and starved that 
that they could not fly. 

Quails Frozen.- The Ottumwa (Iowa) Courier states that 
large numbers of quails were frozen to death during the exces¬ 
sive cold weather. Commonly from six to twenty In a bunch 
were found frozen. 


iNquiHY or Mr. Van Dyke. —New York City .—Editor Chicago 
Field: -I would like to ask Mr. T. S. Van Dyke through your 
paper If he has ever tried shooting ducks when flying “cross shot” 
by throwing his gun behhtd and following the bird up until covered 
and then firing. After several years cxperlenee in trying to 
kill ducks by shooting ahead of them, I am iierfectlv satisfied to 
drop it. Since I commenced shooting two years ago, from tie- 
hind the birds Instead of ahesd of them, I have been able to kill 
ten where 1 killed one before, and do not feel that it is chance 
shooting either, as 1 maintaiu the gun gets the speed of the bird 
In this way. I have been able to kill ducks at very long distances 
by my way of shouting, also. I have been inforiuctl by Mr. Abe 
Kleinman—who Is one of the best duck shots in the country— 
that he kills his birds by ^^ho'diag right on fAzm.” 1 could write 
at some length, giving some of my experience in killing ducks 
by ehouting ahead of them, but will not occupy any more of your 
valuable space doing .so. 1 would like to add, that 1 was taught 
my way of shooting ducks by an old hunter In Texas.
